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How to Lessen Nation-Wide Criminality. 


The really startling statement in the Manufacturers Record of February 24 by Mark O. Prentiss to 
the effect that crime is costing this country $16,000,000,000 a year, or more than the total value of all 
our agricultural products in 1926, or 25 per cent more than the amount of money loaned to our Allies dur- 
ing the war, has attracted almost universal attention. The statement is being widely discussed by the news- 
papers of the country as a revelation of fearful import to the future of the nation. Remedies of many 


kinds are being suggested. 

One of the reasons for this widespread criminality is given in this week’s issue by Mr. Prentiss in 
an article in which he strongly arraigns the practices of many criminal lawyers in seeking not justice for 
the welfare of the country, but profit from defending notorious criminals, and by pettifogging methods delay- 
ing their trial or their punishment. This is an arraignment of sharp criminal legal practices which demands 
the study of our people and pre-eminently of the bar associations of the whole country. 

Mr. Prentiss gives many illustrations of the absurd rulings and overrulings by courts for the protec- 
tion of criminals. Two cases in Florida not mentioned by him are suggestive of the ways in which punish- 
ment is evaded. Two men have within the last three or four years been convicted of first-degree murder. 
Their lawyers have been able in one way and another to transfer their cases from one court to another, and 
now have for from four to five years prevented punishment, although conviction of first-degree murder has 
been had in every court in which the cases have been tried. The latest scheme, by which the punishment of 
these criminals has been delayed, and possibly defeated, is that they were condemned to be hanged, whereas 
the Florida law as it now stands has changed hanging into electrocution. These men, having been sentenced 
to be hanged, cannot, so the lawyers claim, be electrocuted; and as they have not been sentenced to electro- 
cution, they stand some chance of escaping all punishment. At any rate, for four or five years these repeated 
trials, and the efforts that are being made to prevent their being hanged or electrocuted merely because of 
the change of the law from hanging to electrocution, have cost the counties very heavily and have made crim- 
inals believe that, if they can keep on fighting, in one way or another they can finally escape all punishment. 

Criminal lawyers are too often concerned only to secure their fees through enabling criminals to 
escape punishment, without regard to their oath of office, their oath to uphold the Constitution and to seek 
to bring about justice as officials of the court. 

Moreover, a silly, mushy sentimentality, especially on the part of weak-minded women, or women who 
themselves are of a vicious temperament, fills the land with appeals against punishment of criminals, giving 
far more concern to the welfare of the criminal than they give sympathy to the helpless family of a mur- 
dered man. 

On these points America must right-about-face. It must demand quick and positive punishment for 
the criminal. It must take a higher moral stand which will frown upon that mushy sentimentality in the 
interest of the criminal regardless of the welfare of the country. The duty devolves upon every man and 
woman in the country who would seek to save America from going down into ruin by the overmastering power 
of criminality to stand for quick trial of every criminal and for that prompt punishment which England metes 
out to every convicted criminal. Unless this be done, the future of America is very uncertain. Indeed, on 
the contrary, we might say it is almost certain to be a future of moral degradation and ruin.

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Southern Industry Produces About 38 Per Cent 
of Nation’s Increase in Manufactures. 


NDUSTRIALLY, the Southern States are coming into 

their own. So much attention has been given to the rapid 
development of the South’s cotton manufacturing in recent 
years that many overlook the great expansion in diversifica- 
‘tion taking place in Southern manufacturing generally. 

Progress has been made in the development of the South’s 
vast clay and allied resources by the establishment of clay- 
working plants, which indicate the beginning of the creation 
of a great ceramic industry in the Southern States. The 
expansion in the South’s woodworking industry is a con- 
tributing factor in furthering conservation methods and in 
a fuller utilization of its immense timber resources. The 
South’s furniture industry, like its cotton manufacturing, has 
made rapid development in the last decade. It is estimated 
that the Southern States now make one-quarter of all the 
wooden furniture produced in the United States and the 
industry is gaining ground faster in the South than elsewhere. 
The South’s timber is also being manufactured into paper 
and various by-products. Also, the manufacture of boots and 
shoes in the South has been making rapid strides in recent 
years. 

Excepting the industrial centers of the East and Middle 
West, the South is now producing more manufactured goods 
than any other region of the country, although its industrial 
development may be said to have only begun. New England 
is generally accepted as being a great industrial region, but 
the value of all manufactured products in New England is 
only 68 per cent of what the South is annually producing. 
Manufacturers and capitalists are awaking to the advan- 
tages offered by the South’s vast labor supply and climatic 
conditions, its abundance of raw materials, hydro-power 
resources and increasing power facilities, and to the value of 
its fast-growing market, created by the increasing population 
and wealth of the Southern States. 

The census figures published in the MANUFACTURERS RECORD 
last week showed that the United States in 1925 produced 
$62,705,714,000 of manufactured products, as compared with 
$60,258,470,000 in 1923. The country’s manufactured output 
in 1925 was $968,000,000 more than the $61,737,125,000 value 
reported for the boom period of 1919 following the ending of 
the World War. The rate of increase in the actual quantity 
of production in 1925 as compared with 1919, as was pointed 
out, is considerably higher than the rate based on values, 
since the wholesale value of manufactured commodities were 
on an average materially lower in 1925 than in 1919. 

The outstanding feature of the year 1925 was the increase 
in the production of manufactures, breaking all existing 
records of industrial activity in the United States, with 
fewer wage-earners employed as compared with both 1923 


and 1919. This was accomplished by a considerable increase 
in the primary horsepower used after those years, showing 
the greater efficiency of machine power compared with man- 
power. No other country in the world has made such rapid 
progress in the use of mechanical power as has the United 
States, with the result that the output per person in Ameri- 
can industries is greatly in excess of that turned out by the 
factory workers of foreign industries. 

About 38 per cent of the $2,447,000,000 increase in the value 
of the country’s manufactures in 1925 compared with 1923 
was in the Southern States. Manufactures in the Southern 
States reached record proportions in 1925. According to 
preliminary estimates, the value of the products of all 
Southern manufacturers in 1925 amounted to $10,372,185,000, 
or an increase of $920,000,000, compared with the $9,450,767,- 
000 of manufactured commodities reported in the South by 
the 1923 census. In 1919 the value of Southern manufactures 
was $9,805,041,000. This increase in Southern manutactures 
in 1925 was accomplished in spite of the fact that, because of

lower prices, the value of cotton goods produced in this 
section declined from $980,905,000 in 1923 to $931,567,000 in 
1925, which illustrates the increasing diversification and the 
expansion of Southern industry outside of its cotton activity. 
Less than 10 per cent of the aggregate value of Southern 
manufactures is in textile products, and, great as has been 
the development in the cotton industry in the South in the 
past few years, general. manufacturing is making greater 
progress. Nevertheless, cotton manufacturing is still the 
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foremost industry of the South, with an investment of more 
than $1,000,000,000. The South in 1925 produced over 54 per 
cent of the total value of the country’s cotton goods output.

In 1925 the value of the output of the South’s lumber 
industry alone was over $666,000,000, or more than 46 per 
cent of the country’s total production. Lumber and planing* 
mill products in the South, not reported under planing mills 
connected with sawmills, have an annual production of over 
$175,000,000. Southern furniture manufacturing in 1925 was 
valued at $142,861,000. Tobacco manufacturing, another im- 
portant Southern industry, is turning out annually $400,000,- 
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000 of manufactured goods. The petroleum refining output of 
the South amounts to about $650,000,000 annually. The out- 
put of iron and steel, steel works and rolling mills in the 
South is over $260,000,000 a year. Cast-iron pipe production 
amounts to $51,000,000. Structural steel and ornamental 
iron work was $36,000,000. The output of blast furnaces 
was $76,000,000; foundry and machine shop products, $191,- 
000,000 ; coke production, $66,000,000. The output of car anf 
general construction repairs of steam railroad repair shops 
in the South was $366,000,000, while its ship and _ boat- 
building industry added $42,000,000 to the South’s industrial 
values. 

Printing and publishing added another $290,000,000 to the 
annual value of the South's manufactured products; fertil- 
izers, $125,000,000 ; chemicals, $72,000,000; clay products other 
than pottery, $68,000,000; glass, $60,000,000; wooden boxes, 
$50,000,000; motor vehicles, $35,000,000; slaughtering and 
meat packing, $314,000,000; flour and grist mill products, 
$240,000,000; miscellaneous food preparations, $125,000,000; 
ice manufacturing, $72,000,000; ice cream, $50,000,000, and 
so on through the list. 

The foregoing represent only a few of the more than 200 
general industrial classifications, ranging from agricultural 
implements to wooden and woolen goods, under which the 
Census Bureau tabulates the aggregate value of manufactures 
in the United States. In fact, according to the general census 
of 1919 the South had more than 65,000 establishments and 
7000 mine, quarry and gas and oil-well enterprises, indicating 
the diversity and scope of its general industrial development. 
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ENGLISH BONDHOLDERS FIGHTING FOR PAY- 
MENT OF REPUDIATED BONDS. 


Gogg & FALCONER, solicitors, Stonehaven, Scot- 
land, have issued a circular-letter addressed to the 
Members of the United States Senate and House of Represen- 
tatives in behalf of the holders of bonds issued by certain 
Southern States and which have been repudiated. In the 
course of their statement they say: 


“Various excuses, such “as (1) that the loans were raised 
during the Civil War to carry on. the struggle against the 
Federal Government, (2) that the money was placed in 
investments which ultimately proved unremunerative, (3) 
that the proceeds of the loans were misappropriated by the 
States’ own officials, (4) that the debts were contracted 
under an administration imposed on the States concerned by 
the Federal authorities, or (5) that certain of the loans were 
unconstitutional, have been made by the defaulting States 
for their failure to meet their obligations. 

With regard to these excuses it is sufficient to say that the 
first is absolutely untrue, the defaulted obligations referred 
to being all contracted for industrial and similar purposes, 
such as railways, banks, ¢tec., before or after the Civil War. 
The second and third would not be listened to by any court 
of law or justice, and as to the fourth, if the loans were 
issued under the authority and approval of the Federal Gov- 
ernment, it surely follows that there is a moral obligation on 
the Federal Government to see that they are paid. With 
regard to the plea of unconstitutionality, we do not think 
that any State or union of States desirous of maintaining a 
reputation for honorable dealing would found on such a plea. 
The public in general and the purchasers in particular of 
bonds bearing to be issued under Acts of the general assem- 
blies of the States concerned and bearing the Seal of the 
State and the signatures of the States’ responsible officials 
are surely justified in believing what it was intended they 
should believe, viz., that such obligations were Constitu- 
tionally issued and in conformity with the law of the State 
concerned.” 

Photographic copies of bonds issued by several States are 
being sent out in connection with the circular-letter. This 
country is evidently destined to face a very widespread dis- 
cussion of this whole subject. It cannot be ignored. It is 
true that the bankers who bought the bonds issued during 


the Reconstruction period were recreant to their responsibil- 
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ity to their clients upon whom they unloaded these bonds. 
They could have known full well, and if at all intelligent 
must have known, that the legislatures which issued these 
bonds were composed to a large extent of ‘unscrupulous 
scoundrels who had flocked to the South and who were put 
into power mainly by the votes of negroes upheld by the 
Union Armies under the Reconstruction period, which ended 
when President Hayes recalled the Union troops from the 
South and permitted the Southern States to regain control 
of their legislatures. A large proportion of the members of 
these legislatures were negroes, many of whom could neither 
read nor write, recently freed from slavery. 

The utter political corruption which existed at that time 
under the influence of these Bolshevists or carpet-baggers 
from the North and West, who controlled the negroes. ought 
to have been a sufficient warning to every honest banker not 
to purehase any securities issued under such conditions. 
The people of the South themselves were in no way whatever 
responsible for the control of the legislatures which issued 
these bonds. ' 

There is, however, as we recently said, a moral responsibil- 
ity resting upon the Federal Government to recognize the 
situation and in some way assume this indebtedness or settle 
with the holders of these securities, since the legislatures of 
these Southern States which issued these bonds were merely 
the agents at that time of the Federal Government. 

The people of this generation are hardly cognizant of the 
fact that after the Civil War and until 1876 the Southern 
States were really absolutely controlled through the most 
corrupt political conditions in Washington that ever existed 
there, and which would never have existed if Lincoln had 
lived—conditions which prevented the white people of the 
South from voting, practically compelled the negro, fresh 
from slavery, to vote, and put into power negro legislators. 
Under these conditions these legislatures in a wild saturnalia 
voted bonds and, either individually or in connection with 
the bankers, stole a large part of the money, for the States 
never got the benefit of these bonds except to a limited 
extent. 

This in no way, however, lessens the responsibility of cer- 
tain States which repudiated bonds issued prior to the 
Civil War. It was recently stated in a discussion of this 
subject that during the Civil War the American Minister to 
Great Britain had issued a statement to the English bankers 
to the effect that Jefferson Davis had upheld the repudiation 
of bonds issued by the State of Mississippi long before the 
Civil War. Investigation of this subject by the Confederate 
Veteran of Nashville has seemed to prove conclusively that 
this charge against Mr. Davis was without the slightest 
foundation. 'That statement, however, has gone into so many 
publications that it has been accepted by many historians as 
correct. The Confederate Veteran has brought such proof 
as seems sufficient to show that Mr. Davis never took that 
position. 
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FORTY-TWO TELLING WORDS. 


ORTY-TWO words are found by C. G. Rowland, chairman 
of the agricultural committee of the South Carolina 
Bankers Association, sufficient in which to concentrate a 
volume of advice which should be worth hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars in hard cash to the farmers in his territory: 
like this: 
“The planting time for 1927 is at hand. 
“Remember, to reduce your cotton acreage is to increase 
your profits. 
“Failure to reduce cotton acreage will increase your losses. 
“Which course will you take? 
“It is up to you to make or break.” 
Had this reminder been in the form of a telegraph “night 
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letter,” Mr. Rowland might have used eight words more in 
advocacy of diversified farming, not neglecting dairying, and 
an organization and a chairman of such wisdom undoubtedly 
could have spoken a volume in eight words. 
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AN INTERCOLLEGIATE ORATORICAL CONTEST 
ENTITLED “KNOW THE SOUTH.” 


W ITH Prof. A. M. Harris of the Vanderbilt University, 

Nashville, as chairman, and professors of various other 
universities in the South composing the board of directors, 
there has been organized a plan for an intercollegiate ora- 
torical contest entitled “Know the South.” The inspiring 
motive is, “The youth of the South must know the South in 
order to lead, to serve, to inspire it.” 

There will be four regional contests on May 7 and the 
final contest on May 21, when prizes of $500, $250, $125 and 
$100 will be given through the Nashville Banner, which is 
the sponsor of this contest. Entries close on April 21. 

The MANUFACTURERS ReEcorD has for many years sought to 
arouse Southern institutions of learning to the importance of 
teaching their students more about the South—past, present 
and to come. Pre-eminently important is it that the students 
in Southern colleges and universities should know the Old 
South, for they cannot know the present South or understand 
it unless they know much of the Old South. If these ora- 
torical contesfs can stir in every institution of learning in 
the South a determination to know more about the South, 
they will have accomplished a vast amount of good. When 
once a Southern boy has thoroughly learned to breathe the 
atmosphere of knowledge about the Old South and the 
Present South and the Future South, he will have an entirely 
different opinion as to his own opportunities for investment 
by remaining in the South. 

Professor Harris, chairman of this first intercollegiate ora- 
torical contest, “Know the South,” in a letter to the MaNnu- 
FACTURERS REcorD expressing his appreciation of a copy of 
the Blue Book of Southern Progress, writes as follows: 


“Let me thank you for the copy of the Blue Book of 
Southern Progress. I am placing it where it may be con- 
sulted by students preparing for the ‘Know the South’ contest 
in oratory. 

“Allow me also to congratulate you on the scope and excel- 
lence of the book. It is a veritable encyclopedia of informa- 
tion on recent progress in the Southern States. 

“You will be pleased to know that the ‘Know the South’ 
contest has been enthusiastically endorsed by Southern educa- 
tors, and hundreds of students are preparing to compete for 
the prizes. Our great object, of course, is to get Southern 
college students informed as to the advantages of their 
section and persuade them, if possible, to remain here for 
their life-work, instead of flying away to other sections, as 
they have too often done in the past.” 

Every college student in the South, male or female, should 
be stimulated by their teachers to study the Old South and 
its wonderful achievements to know exactly what the South 
is now doing and what its future will be. Then, and only 
then, will these young men and young women glory in what 
their section has done and what its future is to be. Then, 
and only then, will they understand the shallowness of those 
who deride the Old South. Upon the colleges of the South 
rests a great responsibility to guide their students aright.

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CANAL TRANSPORTATION AND ITS ECONOMIC 
ADVANTAGES. 

N view of the increased attention given to the idea of 

supplementing railroad and highway transportation by 
the use of canals, much more than ordinary interest attaches 
to the volume “Old Towpaths: The Story of the American 
Canal Era,” the author of which is Alvin F. Harlow and the 
publisher D. Appleton & Co. of New York and London. Of 
the network of interior artificial waterways which existed in 
several of the States in the Eastern part of our country, 
North and South, as well as to some degree in the Middle 
West, there now remain in operation but two fragments, viz., 
the Lehigh Coal and Navigation Company’s canal in the 
eastern part of Pennsylvania and the Delaware and Raritan 
Canal across New Jersey from the Delaware River to Raritan 
Bay. The first of these two can be seen in use by automo- 
bilists going from Philadelphia to the Delaware Water Gap 
by way of Doylestown and Easton, the other is visible to 


similar travelers between Trenton and New Brunswick, N. J. . 


Familiar as we are with the great capabilities of railroads 
for the transportation of both passengers and freight, it 
seems almost impossible to conceive of a time when there 
was much grave doubt as to whether the locomotive of those 
days was anything more than an interesting experiment, and 
that the construction and maintenance of canals was preferred 
as being the more practical and dependable of all means of 
communication. But that was the case at the beginning of 
the rf@ilroad era. This idea does not seem so strange when 
it is recalled that the Erie Canal across New York was com- 
pleted in 1825 when the first locomotive engines were being 
tested out in England. But there was one conclusion which 
the then advocates of canals instead of railroads reached with 
soundness of judgment, and that was the economy of canal 
transportation in the movement of bulky freight which did 
not demand speed in transit. It is that characteristic of 
canal transportation that is attracting attention today, espe- 
cially in view of the operation of the New York Barge Canal, 
which follows the route of the old Erie Canal. 

“There are a few—just a few—wise shippers in America,” 
says Mr. Harlow, “who realize the economy of water trans- 
portation. Consider the operations of the Standard Oil Com- 
pany, for example, on the New York State Barge Canal. This 
great corporation was quick to grasp the advantages of the 
new waterway. Beginning with tug-towed barges, it then 
began to build self-propelled vessels, which became larger and 
larger at every experiment. The latest model is a tanker 
260 feet in length, 40 feet in the beam and 14 feet in depth 
of hold. It carries 705,000 gallons of oil and has propelling 
engines of 700 horsepower. 

“The company finds the canal so useful and economical that 
practically the entire distribution of Standard Oil products 
for the State of New York is now carried on by water. There 
are at least two other companies owning ‘ships’ which pass 
through the Hudson, the Canal and the Great Lakes, carrying 
freight all the way between New York city, Buffalo, Cleve- 
land, Detroit and Duluth. Some of them have even gone 
down the Atlantic Coast, through the Gulf of Mexico and 
the Panama Canal and up to California. It has been proven 
that immense quantities of goods can be handled simultane- 
ously and speedily on the Barge Canal, as, for example, 500 
tons of steel rails and 60 automobiles in one tow. Goods are 
frequently carried through the canal in quicker time than by 
the railroad. And yet so neglectful has the public in general 
been that the canal is used to not more than a tenth of its 
capacity, and there are not lacking citizens of New York who 
advocate its abandonment. The ‘imagination is led captive’ 
still by the fancied advantages of speed. 

“We built more than 4400 miles of canals before the Civil 
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War, costing over $200,000,000, ‘and then,’ says. Herbert 
Quick, ‘we went railroad-mad and left our waterways to ruin 
and neglect.’ Water transportation has always been, and Is 
yet and probably will be for a long time to come, cheaper 
than any other method of carriage. Europe, always forced 
by necessity to economize, gives her heavy merchandise a 
little more time for its.passage and sends it by water. * * * 
With the recklessness engendered by our wealth, we would 
rather pay higher freight charges and move the goods faster.” 

The author also quotes Seymour Dunbar in his History of 
Travel as saying: “America has not developed beyond the era 
of canals, but is, on the contrary, apparently still to enter 
upon it.” 

At this time one of the old waterways has just had the 
final touches put upon it to convert it into a sea-level canal. 
This is the Chesapeake and Delaware Canal, 14 miles long 
from Chesapeake City, Md., to Delaware City, Del., which has 
for years been traversed by daily steamboats running between 
Baltimore and Philadelphia. A number of years ago it was 
also traversed by steamboats which ran between Baltimore 
and New York. The conversion of this old canal, which 
was completed in 1829 and bought from the canal company 
in 1919, ninety years later, by the United States Government. 
has provided a depth of water of 12 feet instead of 10 feet 
as before, and this new depth is expected to be foi!owed by 
a gradual deeping to 25 feet within a comparatively few 
years, and eventually to 35 feet. Then will be realized a 
dream of many years ago of a ship canal for ocean steamships 
to shorten time for such craft going to and from Baltimore. 
But it will be at once available for steamboats of light 
draught and other craft running through inland waterways 
all the way down to Beaufort, N. C. This is no doubt a fore- 
runner of a wider use of artificial waterways for transporta- 
tion than this country has seen for many years. 


Why then did our old canal system decline and perish? 
When it is remembered that there were canals in Virginia, 
Maryland, Pennsylvania, New York, Ohio, Indiana and IIli- 
nois, besides several of the New England States, it may be 
surprising that so little remains of the system nowadays. But 
canals had only a short start before the railroads came into 
being and the two methods of transportation divided between 
them the comparatively small total of freight tonnage that 
then existed. Consequently when damage occurred to the 
canals, principally by floods, banks being broken through and 
other losses suffered, the revenues from them were insufficient 
to warrant rebuilding in the face of their great competitor— 
the railroads. Less than three years ago the Chesapeake and 
Ohio Canal, extending from Georgetown, D. C., to Cumber- 
land, Md., was in operation, but when it suffered damage from 
flood there was not enough money to restore it for use. That 
is a very recent instance of the inability of the old canals te 
live. But in the instance of the New York State Barge Canal 
a different condition exists. It is finely built and can with- 
stand successfully all ordinary assaults by floods or other- 
wise from the elements. It merely awaits appreciation of the 
shippers to be utilized to its capacity. When this apprecia- 
tion is given it will become no doubt a valuable supplement 
to the railroads, carrying freight that they cannot handle 
except at much greater expense and enabling manufacturers 
and merchants to compete successfully with their rivals in 
the production and sale of things that do not require speed 
in their passage to market. 

It may be expected that the new canals will be much better 
built and more efficient as to volume of freight than the old 
canals, and it is even possible that passenger travel upon the 
canals may again be witnessed. Only a few years ago no one 
would have thought of great passenger motor vehicles flying 
over our highways, yet they have come about. The stage 
coaches of many years ago have appeared in up-to-date form. 
Who knows that the canal passenger packet of the 1840’s 
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liay not reappear in some form affording greater speed with 
all of the pleasure that is possible in self-propelled craft 
upon an improved inland waterway! 

“Old Towpaths” gives a truthful and most interesting pic- 
ture of freight and passenger transportation over the old 
Pennsylvania State canal and railroad system between Phil- 
adelphia and Pittsburgh. Passenger canal packets, built in 
two sections, fore and aft, started laden from the Merchants’ 
Exchange Building, in Philadelphia, going thence on horse- 
drawn cars to the steam railroad at the then outlying parts 
of the city, where locomotives hauled them to Columbia. 
There the boats were put in the canal, the two sections being 
connected, and from that place they went by canal along the 
valleys of the Susquehanna and Juniata rivers to Hollidays- 
burg, at which point the boats were again put on cars to be 
conveyed over the main range of the Alleghany Mountains. 
Where the grade was very steep the cars and their loads 
were hauled up by stationary engines, and on reaching the 
level they were hauled sometimes by horses and sometimes by 
locomotives to the next incline. There were five levels and 
five inclines on each side of the mountain, the total rise being 
over 2500 feet. This railroad was called Portage Railroad, 
and even now traces of it are to be found on the hills. On 
the western side of the mountain the boats again entered upon 
a canal at Johnstown, Pa., and went to Pittsburgh. 

The canal on the eastern side of the mountain had a great 
many locks in it and the entire line through was expensive 
tc operate. In the construction of canals, tunnels occasionally 
had to be bored through a hill to permit beats to get through; 
at other places bridges had to be built to carry the canal 
over a river. One of these old bridges is still to be seen in 
Maryland where the Chesapeake and Ohio Canal crosses the 
Monocacy River. This is shown in a picture in the volume, 
which is abundantly illustrated, displaying the many interest- 
ing features of the old canal days and hints of the future. 
In its 400 pages there is a wealth of information which 
enables one. to visualize a transportation era of broad inter- 
est and of no little importance, although it was so quickly 
overshadowed by railroad expansion. 

That we will again see inland waterways play a prominent 
part in our development seems to be assured. The barge lines 
upon the Mississippi, the Warrior and the Ohio rivers are 
signs of the times showing the deep practical interest which 
has been awakened for cheaper freight service.

HE MAnvuracturers Recorp is highly gratified—albeit 

somewhat bewildered—by receipt of a nifty little pam- 
phlet entitled “A Race Track Without a Pocket.” We are 
the more flattered—not to say flabbergasted—by indication 
that we are numbered among “a select list of association 
members, horse owners, drivers, trainers, sporting editors 
and patrons of racing” to whom distribution of the pamphlet 
appears to have been restricted. 





We hasten to express appreciation for “a race track with- 
out a pocket.” In lamentable ignorance of the apparent truth, 
we somehow had labored under an idea that each race track 
in the land was generously provided with pockets—with 
pockets of unlimited holding capacity. Observation had 
inclined us to belief that one of the chief activities of the 
race track had been the snaring of suckers to fill these capa- 
cious pockets—“suckers” being a dainty word borrowed from 
the parlance of the track. Whether the wherewithal for the 
filling of the pockets was obtained by forgery or other form 
of larceny was and is no concern of the race track as long 
as the coin is forthcoming. The main point, as we in our 
ignorance had seen it, was merely the filling of these supposi- 
titious pockets, and broken homes and hearts, lost souls, 
prison sentences, and even suicides, were mere incidentals 
in this commendable activity. 

And, perhaps, to some extent, we were right. For why 
devise “a race track without a pocket” if there have been no 
pockets? Either we have been correct in some measure or 
great genius has been wasted in this invention. The preva- 
lence and fate of the sucker also are corroborative of our 
belief. 

Five diagrams illustrate this nifty little pamphlet—a bro- 
chure of orchid tint, with the title in red and black, a com- 
bination of colors usually known as “the devil’s mourning.” 
But the illustrations are somewhat incomplete. No view is 
given of the sucker squirming on the “bookmaker’s” hook. 
No scene is shown of “the public” pursuing “the bookies” 
around the track in vain effort to recover some of its money 
—with the bookies always about six jumps ahead. No picture 
is painted of a procession of fools from the betting ring to 
the penitentiary. No desolated homes, with weeping women 
and children, are portrayed, or even such a human interest 
scene as a mourning party at the side of a cold grave which 
yawns to swallow a poor suicide’s body. Truly, the illustra- 
tions are somewhat incomplete. 

Among the benefits for “the general public” which this 
“race track without a pocket” will provide, two are especially 
engaging: “The best horse will have a better chance of win- 
ning” and “there will be more horses up in front at the 
finish.” In this connection we are reminded of a recent utter- 
ance by W. O. McGeehan, sports editor of the New York 
Herald Tribune, in regard to another race-track invention. 


“The Jockey Club,” said Mr. McGeehan, “is considering a 
new starting gate, and the members are very enthusiastic 
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‘about it. The general opinion is that it will get the horses 
off in good shape. But, while I am not much of a turf expert, 
it seems to me that the complaints are not as frequent about 
the manner in which the horses start, but rather concerning 
the manner in which they finish. If somebody can invent a 
device that will make the horses finish to the satisfaction of 
all concerned, he will be regarded as a benefactor to the sport 
that keeps the kings’ crowns in hock.”

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STATES SHOULD ADVERTISE. 


WO or three Southern States have laws which forbid 

any State advertising for the purpose of drawing business 
or people to that State. Georgia is one of these States, and 
in a recent letter from Governor Walker he referred to the 
fact that “unfortunately the laws of the State do not permit” 
publicity or advertising of the State’s resources. In our 
opinion such laws are a very great mistake. 

In the early days, when Texas made such a marvelous 
advance in attracting the nation’s attention, the State adver- 
tised liberally and sent broadcast all over the country won- 
derfully printed pamphlets and circulars about the resources 
of the State. Later on this State advertising campaign was 
discontinued by law. 

It is pre-eminently desirable that at the present time every 
State in the South should spend money liberally out of public 
taxation for making known their resources and advantages 


to the country at large.

FOREIGN POTASH CONSPIRACY CHARGED. 


NDER the caption, “Potash Conspiracy Charged in United 
States’ Suit,” a news article in the Journal of Commerce, 
New York, on April 8 said: 

“That there is a conspiracy to monopolize the potash indus- 
try of the United States, directed by German and French 
producers, thus violating the Sherman Anti-Trust law and 
the anti-trust provision of the Wilson Tariff Act, was charged 
in a suit filed by the Government yesterday in the United 
States District Court here, 

“The Government charged that the German and French 
companies have been fixing prices, asserting that because the 
mines of the German and French firms constitute the only 
sources of a large supply of potash users of the commodity in 
the United States, including farmers, are almost wholly 
dependent upon them for their requirements. 

“Through representatives in New York arranging with 
American distributing agencies, the Government alleges, the 
French and German companies are dividing the sale of 
potash to be made in this country.” 

It has been rumored in Washington for months that Ger- 
man interests have been definitely trying to delay or prevent 
the development of the potash resources of Texas, and, if 
true, this would only be in keeping with the policy of German 
industrial interests. which for years have sought to prevent 
the development in America of any industry, steamships 
as well, which would compete’ with German industries. 

Before the war German steamship lines kept an agent in 
Washington for the express purpose of being advised as to 
all legislation in favor of an American merchant marine. 
At one time they even paid a representative of the Associated 
Press, as was developed in a Congressional investigation, 
$3000 a year, supposedly to keep them informed as to Wash- 
ington legislation. It is needless to say that when this fact 
was developed the Associated Press immediately droppéd 
the representative who had been in the pay of these German 
steamship interests. About the same time the leading steam- 
ship man of Germany, in a visit to different parts of America, 
strongly urged that America should not attempt to develop 
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a merchant marine, but leave that entirely to other countries, 
which, he said, could provide cheaper transportation for 
American products than we could provide by developing our 
merchant marine.

HOW BANKS CAN HELP THEIR COMMUNITIES. 


OME weeks ago we published a lengthy editorial heartily 

commending the character of publicity work that was 
being done by a Knoxville bank in advertising the region in 
which it is located, and not in the narrow, formal, usual 
style of bank advertising telling about itself. We are glad 
to see that another Knoxville bank, the Holston National, 
is following the same line of publicity work not of itself but 
of the community. 

In an advertisement in the MAaNuractureRs ReEcorp the 
Holston bank calls attention to the vast hydro-electric poten- 
tialities of East Tennessee, stating that the Tennessee River 
System possesses potential electric energy equal to one-fifth 
of all the hydro-electric power now developed in America, or 
more than 2,000,000 horsepower. This, says the advertise- 
ment of the bank, is coupled with an inexhaustible supply of 
coal and ample native labor, with other raw materials, as a 
basis for successful manufacturing. 

If all the strong banks of the South would tell not about 
their deposits, their capital and things of that kind, although 
occasionally they are by law required to do this, but would 
advertise what their communities are doing and what re- 
sources they have for future development, changing their 
advertisements constantly, a vast amount of good would be 
accomplished. Through their local papers they could help 
to build up a local spirit of enthusiasm and optimism, and 
through outside papers they could attract national attention. 

We venture to say that scarcely one man in a dozen in any 
community in the South is fully posted as to what the busi- 
ness interests of that community are doing or what are its 
advantages for further development. An intelligent man 
could work out all of these things in an educational program 
for a bank, which might carry advertisements at home and 
abroad that would be inspiring to the local people and would 
create the impression in other sections that here was a real 
community with banks that had real judgment and farsighted- 
ness. 

We hope that many other banks in the South will follow 
the example of these Knoxville banks.

A FRANK ADMISSION. 


T a recent meeting in New York Count Luckner of Ger- 

many, who was reported as having sunk 25 of the Allies’ 
ships during the World War, presented the commercial flag 
of the German Republic to the Advertising Club, and in the 
course of his address told of breaking through the British 
blockade in a wooden sailing vessel, which was disguised as 
a Norwegian lumber ship. He stated that before his raiding 
was over he had destroyed 25 ships with 60,000 tons of salt- 
peter in the South Atlantic and the Pacific. 

These 60,000 tons of Chilean nitrates, which he called salt- 
peter, were destined for the use of the Allies or the United 
States. It is an excellent illustration of how it would .be 
possible in case of another war for any Power having even 
a fairly large navy to cut off completely the supply of nitrates 
from the United States. So long as we permit this condition 
to exist and do not develop in this country a nitrate produc- 
tion equal to our needs, we are living in a fool’s paradise. 
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A bill authorizing a State loan of $4,375,000 for general 
construction purposes has been signed by Governor Ritchie 
of Maryland. 
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Crime and the Criminal Lawyer.

{Following his recent startling article on “The Economic Consequences of Crime,” in which he showed 
that crime costs the country $16,000,000,000 a year, Mr. Prentiss now paints a picture of how sharp practices 
of unscrupulous criminal lawyers delay the convictions and punishment of notorious criminals and thus encour- 


age crime.—Editor Manufacturers ‘Record.] 


With nearly 2 per cent of our population rated in the 
criminal classes, it is a matter of deep significance that 2 
per cent of the attorneys are classified as criminal lawyers. 
Crime is our biggest national business; in it are engaged, 
directly and indirectly, approximately 2,000,000 individuals 
doing a business of $10,000,000,000 a year. 


nearly as big a business as crime; the net income of our 


Anti-crime is 


lawyers is at least as great as the net income of crime to the 
criminal. Our lawyers are, in the last analysis, primarily 
responsible for the formulation, conduct and development of 
the laws. They have made criminal justice a game, sur- 
rounded with technicalities, encumbered with obsolete stat- 
utes, in which the defense matches wits with the prosecution, 
and the newspapers naturally refer to an important case as 
“a legal battle,” for the courts have become arenas for the 
display of legalistic skill rather than tribunals for the effec- 
tive administration of justice. 

Chief Justice Taft has said: 

“The administration of criminal law in the United States 
is a disgrace to civilization. The trial of a criminal seems 
like a game of chance, with all the chances in favor of the 
criminal, and if he escapes he seems to have the sympathy 
of a sporting public.” 

In the spirit of this broad statement rather than in any 
quibbling over statistics, percentages or meticulous details, 
I should like to make the assertion that, in my opinion, the 
legal profession of the United States is responsible for the 
greater part of the maladministration of justice. 

Who makes the laws? Lawyers are in the majority of 
practically every one of our State legislatures and in the 
National Congress. 

How are these laws made? In a flood of intricate statutes, 
so profuse, so hair-splitting, so permeated with the narrow 
spirit of legalism that the broad requirements of elementary 
justice, protection of life and property are bound to suffer. 
It is comparatively easy to obey or enforce the decalogue. 
It is next to impossible to comprehend, let alone obey or 
enforce, 16,000 new statutes a year. The American Bar Asso- 
ciation report shows that in 1915 the State legislatures in 
session intreduced 58,600 bills and in the three sessions of 


the Sixty-third Congress 29,400 bills were introduced. The 
legislatures ground out over 16,000 statutes; 1066 were 


vetoed, 15,033 became laws. Such a mass of statutes abso- 
lutely requires a large legal profession for their application. 
One is tempted to say that the lawmaking activities of our 
legislatures benefit no class so much as they do the legal 
profession. 

How are the laws administered? Read the account of any 
criminal case. Expert counsel—in the Hall-Mills case, a so- 
called “million-dollar defense,” was arrayed on behalf of the 
defendants—turns the statutes inside out to provide loop- 
holes for escape. Witnesses are browbeaten. Characters are 
blackened. A sort of Roman holiday is offered to the news- 
paper public, and in the end what happens? What happened 
to Harry Thaw? What happened to Leopold and Loeb? 

Is it too much to assert that the sole object of the lawyers 

, for the defense in any criminal action is to secure the acquit- 
tal of his client? George Gordon Battle, a prominent New 
York criminal lawyer, has put his view in these words: 


“There is no higher or more sacred obiigation than that which 
a lawyer owes to his client.” 

We laymen feel that this is not so. What is the actual 
position of a member of the bar? He is an officer of the court. 
On admission to the bar he takes oath to support the Con- 
stitution and the law of the United States and of his State. 
His first duty is the administration of justice, quite as much 
as the judge on the bench or the juryman in the box. Justice 
Samuel F. Miller of the United States Supreme Court summed 
up in 18 words the true order of lawyers’ obligations: “Their 
first duty is the administration of justice, and their duty to 
their clients is subordinate to that.” 

“THE ADMINISTRATION OF CRIMINAL LAW IN THE 
UNITED STATES IS A DISGRACE TO CIVILIZATION.” 

That the criminal branch of the legal profession in the 
United States has become the field of mercenary adventurers F 
who are a disgrace and a scandal to the reputable members 
of the profession is borne out by two recert and very sig- 
nificant controversies. Early in the present year the Com- 
mittee on Character and Fitness of Applicants for Admission 
to the Bar forwarded a report to Chief Judge Cardozo of the 
New York Court of Appeals. This report was the result of a 
eareful study made by five of the city’s most prominent 
lawyers—John G. Agar, Lewis L. Delafield, Wilson M. Powell, 
Alan Fox and Henry L. Sherman—and proposed, in the best 
interests of the legal profession, to require all applicants for 
admission to the bar to possess college degrees. 

The report showed the deplorable caliber of the high-school 
class of legal material which was clamoring for admission 
to the profession. Prospective lawyers who were to support 
and expound the laws and Constitution of the United States 
and of the State of New York could not tell who Alexander 
Hamilton, Thomas Jefferson or Andrew Jackson were. One 
applicant thought that Magna Charta was a naval expedition. 
One thought Andrew Jackson was a Union general in the 
Civil War aud “the third President after Lincoln.” Two 
described Gladstone as one of our early Presidents. Some 
were unable to name a single United States Senator from any 
State and others could not name a single member of the 
President’s Cabinet. The statement, made public with the 
report of the committee, continued: ; 

“If questioned on literature, they do not know whether 
Thackeray was a poet, novelist or Prime Minister. They 
have read the ‘Tale of Two Cities’ because it was required in 
school, but they generally don’t know what the two cities 
were, or remember anything abuut even that one book. If 
asked whether they have ever read any biography, some of 
them this fall have been answering, ‘Yes, “The Private Life 
of Helen of Troy.”’” 

When 187 out of 1208 candidates who take the bar examina- 
tion in New York state that Alexander Hamilton was a Presi- 
dent of the United States, it shows the prospect of heavy 
pickings which the legal profession now affords to men 
devoid of culture or devotion to the principles upon which 
our nation has been founded. 

What wonder that Dean Roscoe Pound of the Harvard Law 
School takes a gloomy pleasure in repeating Chief Justice 
Tcft’s statement: “The administration of criminal law in 
the United States is a disgrace to civilization.” Yet last 
November William D. Guthrie, president of the Bar Associa- 
tion of New York City, wrote a letter protesting to the chair- 
man of the Endowment Fund Committee of the Harvard Law 
School because the committee had refused to delete at his 
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the remarks of Chief Justice 
for supporting funds. 


request laft from its appeal 

Mr. Guthrie even went to the extent of quoting in his public 
protest a letter which Mr. Taft wrote on November 9 to As- 
semblyman Louis A. Cuvillier. In this letter the Chief 
Justice wrote: “I think that the alleged quotation from 
what I may have said, though I cannot identify it, is most 
unfair, in that it gives the impression that since I have been 
Chief Justice I have expressed such views.” Nowhere in Mr. 
Guthrie's protest does it appear that Mr. Taft’s letter referred 
to some views he expressed regarding the Prohibition laws. 
It had nothing to do with his indictment of the legal profes- 
sion. It is by such means that representatives of this pro- 
fession would expunge the indictment against them by pussy- 
footing, by hush-hushing, by telling people to pay no attention 
to what Chief Justice Taft has said, and where necessary by 
publicly misrepresenting the issue. The administration of 
criminal law in the United States is a disgrace to civilization, 
and it is a disgrace for which the legal profession is largely 
responsible. 

As a matter of fact, at no time has the practice of crimina) 
law been so pleasant or so profitable for lawyers as today. 
Ely Rosenberg, president of the New York County Association 
of the Criminal Bar, announced recently that his organization 
endorsed a grand jury presentment demanding speedy trials 
and extreme sentences for ex-convicts who assault or murder 
policemen. Mr. statement undoubtedly 
meant to conciliate public opinion, but since when has the 
law been in such a secondary position that it must get the 
support of criminal lawyers to punish murderers of a special 
class, with the assumption that speedy trials and strong sen- 
tences need not be given to criminals of another class? Note 
that it is not for the criminal who assaults or murders police- 
men, only for the ex-convict who indulges in this pastime that 
the members of the Criminal Bar of New York County are 
willing to administer speedy justice.

One of the best presentations of the whole problem is given 
by George Jean Nathan in an article in the American Mer- 
cury for February, 1926. I shall quote Mr. Nathan at length, 
because his statement is forceful and accurate: 

“That the recent tremendous spread of crime in the United 
all of the reasons assigned I 
seriously doubt. The responsibility has been placed upon 
everything from the late war to the modern novel, from 
bolshevism to bad booze and from insufficient police protec- 
tion to the automobile and the easy means of escape provided 
by the latter. That these have been the mainspring of the 
crime wave does not convince me. Unless I am uncommonly 
mistaken, the responsibility lies in a different quarter, and 
that is the ehormously increased number of shady, but shrewd 
and competent, shyster lawyers who have sprung up like 
mushrooms all over America. These fellows, out for notori- 
ety and money and willing to do anything to get them, have 
opened offices in almost every other block of every American 
town of any size. And their trade consists in large part of 
tuking on as clients gentlemen who have illegally gotten away 
with swag of one kind or another and in getting as much of 
it as possible for themselves. They have nothing to lose and 
everything to gain. If they can prove the innocence of their 
clients or even merely that their clients no longer have the 
swag in their possession (whatever may happen to the clients 
after that), they are down in their luck if at least half of the 
cabbaged boodle doesn’t find its way into their pockets. If, 
on the other hand, their clients go to the hoosegow, they are 
out only a little gab and time. 

“The crooks have been trained to know these shysters and 
to put confidence in them. And that confidence has been well 
repaia. Twenty years ago a criminal had difficulty in getting 
a lawyer to handle his case for him. Today a dozen are 
waiting for him when the patrol-wagon backs up to the police 
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station. These shysters, as I have said, are not merely 
charlatans; many of them have legal minds devious, sharp 
and immensely cunning. Look at the newspapers any day 
and you will read a sufficiently illuminating record of their 
successes. Against the overcrowded and tired court mind, a 
mind that has utterly no time to do justice to the prosecution, 
their own alert mind has a comparatively easy job. Only in 
the case of murder do they experience any difficulty, and 
even here the statistics show a remarkable record of good 
fortune for them. 

“This new genus shyster is a fellow far superior in trickery 
to his brother of the past. He has made a study of it and 
has mastered it. The old shyster was simply a snide lawyer, 
with a couple of political friends upon whom he had some- 
thing, who were hence in his power and whom he could use 
to his client’s advantage, plus a shabby Prince Albert and 4 
loud mouth; but the shyster of today is no such low fowl. 
He knows criminal law inside and out, chiefly inside, and he 
is privy to the means as how best to jockey it to his client’s 
favor. The criminal classes read that he has succeeded in 
getting Abe Flopbaum off easily by proving that Abe was 
dropped on his head when three years old and was therefore 
not in his right senses when he forged the check for $30,000; 
that he has managed to free Luigi the Wop by proving that 
the mulatto, whose body was found in the sewer, was the one 
actually responsible for the seduction of the little Swedish 
servant girl, and that he got Aloysius Mulcahey, Jr., out of 
Sing Sing by showing that one of the jurors who convicted 
him was a Ku Kluxer, and they thereupon hitch up their 
trousers, get out the old family six-shooter and go out and 
beat up another Columbus-avenue jeweler and make off with 
another quart or so of diamonds. 

“In any city where there are as many lawyers as policemen 
crime is in high feather... The towns that have few lawyers 
in them are invariably found to be happy, peaceful, law- 
abiding communities.” 

There is neither space nor necessity for discussion of legal 
tactics in the courtrooms; of how days elapse and panels are 
exhausted in drawing a jury where the English do it in a 
quarter of an hour; of how witnesses are browbeaten with 
impunity in the “Answer ‘yes’ or ‘no’” type of cross-examina- 
tion; the “Have you given up your usual practice of beating 
your wife?’ game; of how bills of exceptions, objections, 
introduction of irrelevant testimony and judicial impotence 
combine to make the average criminal trial in this country 
“a disgrace to civilization.” 

Even so, the lawyers who sit on the bench merely con- 
tribute their share to the confusion. Justice William Renwick 
Riddell of the Supreme Court of Ontario says: “Give me a 
complicated practice with a judiciary possessing the instinct 
of right and justice and the desire to do business and get-on 
with the work, and I will give you a court which will do a 
great deal better than a court with the very finest practice. 
the most modern improvements, but with the judges techni- 
cal, insisting upon the letter rather than the spirit, the form 
rather than the substance of the law.” Unfortunately, the 
technicalities of judicial procedure seem to exert an irre- 
sistible facination over our judiciary. The records of re- 
versals provide almost incredible instances of cases where (to 
quote Leigh H. Irvine’s “The Follies of the Courts”) “men 
have been cleared of brutal murders because somebody forgot 
to cross a ‘t’ or put in an ‘s’ or an ‘h’.” 

The Supreme Court of California discharged a convicted 
train robber because the judge had left the bench for a 
moment while a lawyer was speaking, although in an affidavit 
the judge swore that he had merely stepped into his chambers, 
leaving the door open, and had heard every word uttered. 

In another California case, in which a man had confessed 
an embezzlement to his employer to a board of directors and 
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to a number of newspaper reporters, the embezzler was freed 
because the books of the corporation, which embodied the con- 
fession, were not admissible as evidence under the statutes. 

In Texas the Supreme Court reversed convictions because 
it could not see that the “stte” of Texas meant “State” of 
Texas or that “indctment” meant “indictment.” 


In one case a policeman was sued for false arrest because, 
after receiving complaints that a man was grossly insulting 
women and children in a way that the legislature had made 
criminal, he arrested the offender without written warrant. 
The Supreme Court reversed the trial court’s decision and 
held the policeman liable to the prisoner for false arrest. 

In another case, a sheriff with a warrant, to search for 
stolen goods discovered moonshine whisky in a house. The 
whisky was seized and the owner was convicted of violation 
of the Prohibition law. The Supreme Court reversed the 
conviction on the ground that the sheriff had no right to seize 
the liquor or even to reveal to the jury the fact that he had 
seen it. 

In another case a telegram from a known police captain, 
reading, “I hold warrant for Frank G. Krotzer, charge making 
a false statement—arrest and advise,” was considered by 
two judges as insufficient to protect the officers who had made 
the arrest from a suit for false imprisonment. 

Two years ago, in an article in “Current History” entitled 
“War on the Growing Menace of Crime,” I cited several 
astounding cases in which the superior courts reversed con- 
victions over trivial technicalities. These cases are still on 
record and they are worthy of repetition, as showing the 
manner in which lawyers, even when ciad in the robes of 
justice, pervert the law. 

A defendant was convicted under an indictment charging 
the theft of $100, “lawful money.” The conviction was set 
aside because the indictment did not say “lawful money of 
the United States.” The court gave as the reason for grant- 
ing the defendant a new trial that the victim might have 
been carrying around Mexican money. 

A defendant was convicted of stealing a pistol under an 
indictment which described the pistel as a “Smith & Wes- 
ton” revolver. A new trial was granted because the proof 
showed that the defendant stole a “Smith & Wesson” re- 
volver. 

In Chicago a notorious criminal, known as “Eddie the 
Immune”, was convicted of stealing $59. There was never 
the shadow of doubt as to his guilt. The verdict was set 
aside on appeal because the jury in its verdict did not state 
the amount stolen. 

In another case where the defendant was convicted of a 
serious crime the conviction was set aside by the higher 
court because the word “the” was left out of the conclud- 
ing phrase of the indictment, “against the peace and dignity 
of the State.” 

In another case a defendant was convicted of stealing a 
pair of boots. The judgment of the trial court was set 
aside by the higher court because it appeared that while the 
defendant had stolen two boots, he had stolen two rights. 

In another case a conviction for larceny was set aside 
because the indictment averred that it occurred in a “store- 
house” when it should have used the word “storeroom.” 

There is an Alabama case which held that the omission 
of the letter “i” from the word “malice” in an indictment 
for assault with intent to murder rendered the indictment 
bad, and the conviction of a defendant under that indict- 
ment was set aside. 

In another Alabama case it was held that an indictment 
charging that murder had been committed “with malice 
aforethou” did not allege “malice aforethought” and that 
the indictment was legally insufficient. 

In another Alabama case a defendant was charged in the 
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indictment with stealing a cow. The evidence proved him 
guilty of stealing a bull. In either event the defendant was 
guilty of grand larceny. The higher court, however, set 
aside the judgment of conviction. 

Three-fourths of the cases sent back from our higher 
courts to our lower courts for new trials are for mistakes 
of form and not of substance.

UNITED STATES IS A DISGRACE TO CIVILIZATION.” - 

For the maladministration of justice the legal profession 
is very largely responsible. The ranks of the profession are 
crowded with opportunist shyster lawyers who regard their 
duty as officers of the court only as a privilege which enables 
them to secure acquittals. The court procedure is calculated 
to put a premium on cleverness, unscrupulousness and sheer 
trickery, which utterly ignores the dignity of the bench, the 
rights of witnesses, the time of jurymen and the interests 
of justice. The whole judicial conception of justice is one 
of technicalities and legalism. And every year thousands of 
new statutes are ground out by the legislative lawyers, who 
thus insure the perpetuation of their services in a vicious 
circle which has given this country a lawyer for every 
criminal and is rewarding both in a saturnalia of unpunished 
crime, lengthy trials and fat fees. 





Southern Woman to Study Cotton. 

Susan L. Bates, specialist in textiles and clothing, has been 
appointed to the staff of the bureau of home economics of 
the United States Department of Agriculture to study the 
cotton situation from the standpoint of the woman consumer. 
She will study design of cotton fabrics with a view to learn- 
ing how they meet or fail to meet the requirements of women’s 
and children’s garments in vogue at the present time. Style 
appeal, artistic and hygienic qualities and other points which 
may influence the consumer in choosing between fabrics of 
the different fibers will be considered. 

Miss Bates is a native of Texas and a graduate of the 
Texas State College for Women. At the State colleges of 
Louisiana and Iowa she taught clothing design for eight 
years and later assisted in the cost of living survey made by 
the United States Department of Labor. Miss Bates also 
spent several months gaining selling experience in a large 
department store in Boston, and later organized and directed 
the educational work for dry-goods stores in Ames, Iowa. 

The purpose of this study by the Bureau of Home Eco- 
nomics will be to find some of the reasons why cotton sales 
for clothing and household use have decreased and what 
changes manufacturers of cotton fabrics can effect so as to 
make their prodticts meet consumer demands. Miss Bates 
will make her headquarters in New York and will work in 
close co-operation with cotton manufacturers through the 
Cotton-Textile fnstitute and other associations. 





Details for $2,000,000 Beaumont Hotel. 


3eaumont, Texas, April 11—[Special.]—According to an 
announcement by F. Riley Flannagan, representing the Flan- 
nagan interests of Dallas and Chicago, tentative plans for 
the proposed 16-story hotel to be erected in this city, as 
reported in the MANuFAcTURERS Recorp of April 7, call for 
an expenditure of approximately $2,000,000.

Houston, Texas, April 9. 

While the rather remarkable development of Houston has 
been largely due to the utilization of the natural resources 
of Central and Southern Texas—petroleum, lumber. cotton 
and its allied agricultural products—and, in late years. to the 
Houston ship channel and harbor facilities, one of the lead- 
ing factors of the city’s growth has been the Southern Pacific 
Railroad. Since 1851, when the initial line of what is now 
the Southern Pacific began its movement to the West, until 
the present the influence of that great railroad system has 
been felt in practically every avenue of Houston’s industries. 

The lines of the Southern Pacific radiate from Houston.

that system, north, east, south and west, forming a_net- 
work which ramifies Texas, touches all important cities and 
reaches forward to connections in all the contiguous States. 
As a result of the line concentration the Southern Pacific 
has built in Houston its chief operating foundation. It is 
the terminus of the several corporate properties in Texas 
the Galveston, Harrisburg and San Antonio Railway, Texas 
and New Orleans Railroad, Houston and Texas Central Rail- 
road, Houston East and West Texas Railway and the San 
Antonio and Arkansas Vass Railway, merged with the Gal- 
veston, Harrisburg and San Antonio Railway in May, 1925. 
Connecting with the Houston East and West Texas Railway 
at Logansport, at the Louisiana State line, the Houston and 
Shreveport Railroad gives entrance into Shreveport and, con- 
necting at the Sabine River with the Louisiana lines of the 
system, the Texas and New Orleans Railroad affords entrance 
out of Houston.

shops and repair plant in the South, and builds locomotives, 
passenger and freight equipment, while, also, the creosote 
plant for treatment of ties, bridge and roadway structures 
ix an important factor. It has on the Houston ship channel 
one of the most complete terminal ship docks, wharves and 
warehouse plants on the Gulf of Mexico. 

In illustration of the Southern Pacific’s construction policy 
it may be added that the system, in the last two years, has 
spent more than $2,500,000 in construction of new projects,

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including ship terminals, local freight station and terminals 
and auxiliary car-repair plant at Englewood yards, while 
material purchased in Houston during 1926 ran to $9,182,- 
792. The company in 1926 handled in Houston freight yards 
1,144,855 cars of freight, an excess over 1925 of 178.858 cars, 
and it now operates 56 passenger trains in and out of Houston 
daily. It has paid in city and county taxes for 1926 $270.- 
000. The company hospital, one of the most complete in 
the South, is located at Houston. 

In addition plans are now being considered for the loca- 
tion and construction of a new passenger station at Houston, 
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with brick walls. All platforms are of the “filled-in” type 
of monolithic concrete floor, and the entire building is pro- 
vided with automatic sprinkler system. 

The outbound house is an open shed, except for the two 
panels at each end, where left-over outbound freight may 
be held. The project provides 137,750 square feet of floor 
space. All of the two-story portion is on pile foundations, 
which were driven with track driver at considerable saving. 
The entire facility was opened for business November 29, 
1926. Dwight P. Robinson & Co. were the general contractors 
on the work.

which will provide not only for the present demands of 
traffic but also for the future growth of the city. 

In the new projects is involved the construction of a freight 
station and team tracks, with auxiliary facilities, in the area 
located immediately north of the Houston and Texas Central 
main tracks, and bounded by San Jacinto, Wood and Sterrett 
streets. The total length of the inbound house is 1120 feet, 
divided into 20-foot bays, alternate bays being provided with 
sliding steel doors. The first 420 feet of the inbound house, 
extending from the head house, is two stories. The head house, 
fronting on San Jacinto street, is 41 feet 6 inches by 202 
feet, two stories. The outbound house is 1140 feet long, as 
is also the transfer shed. The layout provides 208 cars 
capacity at the platforms and tailboard space for 270 
vehicles. A storage and switching yard of like capacity to 
that of the house tracks is provided, and the necessary switch- 
ing and team tracks involve 28,000 feet of track and 45 
turnouts. The inbound and outbound houses are provided 
with concrete-paved driveways 45 feet in width. 

These buildings and equipment cost $550,000 and the total 
cost of the project was approximately $750,000. .All the two- 
story building construction is reinforced concrete, framed 
with steel roof trusses covered with corrugated asbestos roof 
covering, and the walls are of brick. The one-story construc- 
tion is steel frame, with corrugated asbestos roof covering. 


Baltimore to Vote on $47,500,000 Loans. 

City Council of Baltimore is expected soon to enact an 
ordinance submitting to voters for ratification loans aggregat- 
ing $47,500,000, which have been authorized by bills recently 
passed by the legislature and signed by the Governor. The 
election will be held on May 3, which is the date of the 
regular city election. As previously outlined in the Manv- 
FACTURERS ReEcorp, the proposed loans will include $8,000,000 
of bonds for streets and bridges, $10,000,000 for sewers and 
storm-water drainage, $10,000,000 for water supply, $10,000,- 
000 for schools, $1,500,000 for an airport, $4,000,000 for build- 
ings, $3,000,000 for a central library and $1,000,000 for 
conduits. 





Pullman Company Acquires Houston Plant. 


A controlling interest in the Dickson Car Wheel Company, 
Houston, Texas, has been purchased by the Pullman Car and 
Manufacturing Corporation of Chicago, according to a tele- 
gram to the MANUFACTURERS RecorD from that company, 
which states that there are no present plans for extensive 
improvements. This company, of which D. A. Crawford is 
president, is a subsidiary of the Pullman Company, and it is 
announced that the Houston plant will be made to serve that 
company in Texas, the Southwest and Mexico. 








New Type of Bulkhead in South. 


Jacksonville, Fla.—The Shore-Line Builders, Inc., of which 
Carl Weber is president, has the contract for the construc- 
tion of Weber bulkheads at the Biscayne Bay properties of 
D. C. Ellwood and Dr. Roland L. Haines in Miami. A plant 
is now being established at Ojus under the management of 
O. Th. Carpentier of Fort Lauderdale and Miami, vice-presi- 
dent of the organization. Another plant will be established 
near Jacksonville and a third plant is contemplated for the 
Tampa-St. Petersburg district. 

The Weber bulkhead is a 
forced concrete construction. 


combination of steel and rein- 

Steel piles, railroad rails or 
other suitable steel sections are used for the foundation of 
the bulkhead, and each is driven deeply into the underlying 
rock or solid ground. The piles are then cut off and pre- 
molded concrete parts are slipped over the piles and lowered 
until stops provided for the purpose rest safely upon the top 
of the piles. The pile is now encased in an open core or well 
of the concrete structure in such a manner that ample room 
is provided for such lateral and vertical corrections as may 
be necessary for the perfect alignment of the wall. Then the 
core-wells surrounding the piles are solidly filled with con- 
crete, the anchors are placed and the coping is built to finish 
the wall. The vertical steel reinforcement of the bulkhead 
slabs extends over the top of the same and forms a part of 
localities where rock 
bottom or hard soil cannot be reached the piles are provided 
with safe bearing 


the reinforcement for the coping. In 


premolded concrete shoes to obtain a 
capacity. 

The concrete for all parts of the wall is thoroughly water- 
proofed and silicified to protect it from the chemical action 
of salt waters containing acids of alkalies. The 
concrete is thoroughly densified, so that the reinforcing steel 
‘is safely and permanently protected. The anchor bars are 
protected against rusting by a double coating of pure asphalt. 
After the first coating is applied, the bars and fittings are 
tightly wrapped with burlap tape and the second coat is 
applied. All concrete parts that are subject to immersion are 
premolded and properly cured and hardened before coming 
in contact with the water. One of the special advantages 
claimed for this system is that it can be erected in advance 
of all hydraulic dredging and backfilling operations.

Development of Northwest Texas. 

Lubbock, Texas, April 11—[Special.]—In discussion of the 
agricultural development of Northwest Texas, including the 
Panhandle and the South Plains, during the last 26 years, 
J. D. Tinsley, general agricultural agent of the Atchison, 
Topeka and Santa Fe Raiiroad, recently pointed out that the 
population of the region has increased from 20,000 in 1899 
to approximately 295,000 as of January 1, 1927. The lines of 
the Santa Fe serve 30 counties of Northwest Texas, he said, 
and these counties have a total area of about 18,250,000 acres. 
In 1899 there were in all this broad scope of territory only 
2700 farms, while today the number of farms is approximately 
25,000. The cultivated area in 1909 was 182,500 acres, and 
in 1924 this had increased to 3,700,000 acres. This year the 
acreage in crops probably will be in excess of 7,000,000 acres. 
This leaves about 11,000,000 acres yet to be brought under 
the plow. 





Amarillo Sells School Bonds. 

Amarillo, Texas.—A $600,000 bond of the Amarillo 
school district has been sold to Garrett & Co., Dallas, and 
the Federal Commercial Trust Company of St. Louis on ‘a 
joint bid of 101:°27. The bonds will bear an interest at 4% 
per cent and will be issued in denominations of $1000. Funds 
from the sale will be used to erect a new school building in 
Amarillo and to enlarge present ward. schools.

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Southern Securities in Widespread Demand | 
Throughout the Country. 


Demand for high-grade Southern securities is right now 
stronger in all parts of the country than ever before, accord- 
ing to Caldwell & Co., investment bankers, Nashville, Tenn., 
who are among the largest underwriters of Southern bonds. 
Apparently investors in other sections have completely laid 
aside their former prejudice against bonds and stocks of 
Southern origin and are taking advantage of the many oppor- 
tunities presented in Southern securities. 

Until rather recently Southern bonds sold at lower prices 
than those of other sections with equal security. The bonds 
of a well-developed Southern county, for instance, would 
sell for less than those of a Northern county with equal 
resources and bonded indebtedness. Thus the return from 
Southern securities was greater than that from Northern 
securities of equal merit.

As 
an instance of the present demand for Southern securities, 
the firm states that for the past four months its sales have 
totaled more than for any other four-month period in the 
history of their organization. March saw the highest total 
ever made in one month by this concern. Through their 
20 branch offices in various financial centers they are able to 
keep in close touch with the demand for Southern securities. 
They report that high-grade Southern municipal, industrial, 
railroad, public utility and first mortgage bonds are all 
receiving their share of popularity as the market for South- 
ern securities broadens. 

It is estimated that there are at least 5,000,000 bondholders 
and 15,000,000 stockholders in America. Interest and divi- 
dend payments on April 1 amounted to over $500,000,000. 
Banks are plentifully supplied with capital seeking invest- 
ment. All of these influences tend to increase the demand 
for high-grade investments, and the period of development 
through which the South is now passing furnishes many 
attractive investment opportunities.

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Changing the Everglades From Swamp to Garden. 


By GERRY SWINEHART, 


Ever since a deficient rainfall, the opening of a canal, a 
ceclaration of war and a prohibitive price on fertilizer led 
to the opening 10 years ago of a treasure with which Span- 
iards and pirates had nothing to do, the Everglades of Florida, 
generally, have been on the upward curve. There have been 
misfertunes, frosts and floods, of course, but the Everglades 
have not yet been whipped. The storm of last fall set the 
Everglades back with a temporary jolt, but the result of that 
has been renewed vigor all over the section, a vigor surpass- 
ing anything previously recorded. 

The black gold of the ’Glades, in Palm Beach county, alone, 
since flood waters receded finally last December, soon will 
have yielded enough green gold to bring into the region this 
season more than $3,000,000 in the yellow gold of commerce— 
or so it has been conservatively estimated by Howard Sharp, 
Palm Beach county commissioner from the ‘Glades district 
and editor and publisher of the Everglades News. This 
wealth, created from the soil of America’s “land of mystery,” 
theoretically, at least, will be distributed among the 1000 
families comprising the population of that great portion of 
the Everglades within the boundaries of Palm Beach county 
—this despite a storm which flooded thousands of acres for 
weeks and weeks, retarding plantings and sowing discourage- 
ment and gloom in the hearts of less courageous folks. 

Daily, now, bank deposits are climbing in the little bank 
at the town of Pahokee, the only incorporated town in the 
Palm Beach county Everglades, and these deposits will con- 
tinue soaring until May, when the season’s growing climax 
usually is reached in the marketing of the Everglades May 
tomato. 

Fertility of soil, however, is not alone to be credited for 
the steady growth of the Everglades in spite of its setbacks. 
Transportation is and will be the answer for some years to 
come. 

“Give us roads, arteries of transportation, and we will do 
the rest,” says Commissioner Sharp, who has been most active 
in the development of the Everglades and who is an outstand- 
ing friend of the residents of that region. 

The roads are beginning now to be realized. The railroads, 
too, are building. There is the new deep-water harbor at 
West Palm Beach, the future of which, admittedly, rests to 
a great extent on the development of the rich lands to the 
west. Approximately $4,000,000 has been and is being spent, 
since 15 years ago, for the construction of hard-surfaced 
roads in the Everglades of Palm Beach county. Probably 
the first great road through the *Glades was the Conners 


West Palm Beach, Fla. 


Highway, completed in 1924 by W. J. Conners of Buffalo, 
N. Y., and Palm Beach at a cost of something like $2,000,000. 
This road runs from Twenty-Mile Bend to Canal Point and 
thence northwestward along Lake Okeechobee into Okee- 
chobee county and Okeechobee city. 

At present Palm Beach county, under the supervision of 
County Engineer Jake Boyd, is working steadily on six 
other road projects. These may be enumerated as follows: 
Seventeen miles from Belle Glade to the Hendry county line, 
19 miles of which are being reworked between Twenty-Mile 
send and Beile Glade; 11 miles from Belle Glade to Pahokee, 
7144 miles from Canal Point to Bacom’s Point, 2 miles from 
Belle Glade to Chosen and 4 miles from South Bay to 
Okeelanta. 

When completed these roads will form an adequate net- 
work through the rich trucking district of the Palm Beach 
county Everglades. The 17-mile stretch from Belle Glade to 
the Hendry county line will complete the Palm Beach county 
portion of the Palm Beach-Fort Myers Cross-State Highway 
and will bring the total expenditure on that route in Palm 
Beach county alone to approximately $590,000. Meantime, 
the 19 miles from Twenty-Mile Bend to Belle Glade, part of 
the same route, but originally completed about three years 
ugo, is being reworked, and, four Everglades counties— 
Palm Beach, ’Glades, Hendry and Lee—have organized the 
Palm Beach-Fort Myers Cross-State Highway Association. 
This body has as its object the early completion of Florida’s 
original cross-State highway project. Palm Beach county 
workmen already have thrown up a muck grade on the 
remaining 17 miles in that county, and Engineer Boyd has 
declared that the stretch will be entirely completed in the 
county within six months. 

And the railroads, the Florida East Coast, the Atlantic 
Coast Line and the Seaboard Air Line, have not been sitting 
idly by, either. Three seasons have passed since the Florida 
East Coast extended from Okeechobee city to Canal Point, 
and two seasons have passed since the Seaboard rails were 
laid adjacent to the ’Glades, from Indiantown to West Palm 
seach. The Coast Line entered Moorehaven, on the other 
shore of Lake Okeechobee, as long ago as nine years. The 
Zast Coast branch goes directly through the heart of the 
trucking region in Palm Beach county. Since January 1 this 
year the rails have reached to Pahokee and southeastward to 
the Hillsboro Canal, between Chosen and Belle Glade. This 
line eventually is to be extended on south to Miami.

ping crops are: ‘Tomatoes, beans, potatoes, eggplants and 
peppers. The three most important staple crops are sugar 
cane, corn and peanuts. These chiefly are grown as “cover” 
crops in summer. Of the shipping crops the beans are the 
fastest and return quickest money, since a stand of them may 
be “made” in from 55 to 65 days, and oftentimes in 40 or 45 
days. 

At Clewiston, on the southwestern shore of Lake Okee- 
chobee, there also is much activity. Four hundred acres have 
been planted to sugar cane and five tractors are working 
night and day getting land ready for next year’s crop, which 
will embrace 5000 acres. Six months ago the Southern Sugar 
Company, a subsidiary of the Celotex Company, purchased a 
sugar mill at Canal Point and is operating that project this 
season. Four hundred acres of cane also have been planted 
in the Canal Point section and the mill there is expected to 
grind this season. The ultimate cane development at Clewis- 
ton, it is estimated, will embrace 15,000 acres. 

When the Celotex and sugar mills at Clewiston are produc- 
ing it is likely that the port of Palm Beach will be utilized 
as an exportation point, the products being brought across 
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Lake Okeechobee and down the West Palm Beach Canal to 
the inlet on barges and there loaded directly onto freighters 
bound for Northern points. 

The Everglades of Florida have been discovered. They are 
well on their way to fact and fame as one of America’s 
greatest winteft trucking sections. Given roads, adequate 
drainage and encouragement, they will be able to feed this 
nation with unexcelled green goods in winter. The soil is 
there, the roads are coming and the drainage problems are 
in the hands of the State legislature. 
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An American View of the Mexican Oil Situation.

The question at issue in regard to Mexican and American oil companies operating in that country is one of 
vital importance to both countries. ‘It can be made a source of much irritation and of entanglements of many 
kinds. Having given the views expressed in a public address by Dr. Osuna, formerly Governor of the State of 
Tamaulipas, we are glad to give the reply of Mr. Stevens to the statements made by Dr. Osuna.—Editor Manu-

Association of Producers of Petroleum in Mexico. 
Guy Stevens, Director. 
New York, N. Y., March 14. 
Editor Manufacturers Record: 

My attention has just been called to an article in the 
February 10 isue of the MANUFACTURERS ReEcorD entitled 
“A Mexican’s View of the Mexican Situation.” This article 
refers to an address by Dr. Andres Osuna at the Open Forum 
in Daytona Beach. Although the authorship of the article 
is not made clear, it apparently was written by some one on 
the staff of the Daytona Beach Journal. 

Too many different points are dwelt upon in the article 
to permit of a specific reference to each of them, and an 
analysis of two statements only will serve to indicate the 
appraisal that should be given to Dr. Osuna’s remarks in 
general. 

As if to prove that Dr. Osuna’s statemenis relative to the 
oil companies operating in Mexico and to the Mexican oil 
controversy were correct, he stated that he “had debated the 
matter several times at gatherings of American oil com- 
panies in this country.” So far as I am aware, Dr. Osuna, 
during his entire sojourn in the United States last year, 
discussed the Mexican oil matter on only three occasions 
where any representative of the American oil companies 
was present. The first was a round-table conference, at 
which about a dozen people were present under the auspices 
of the Council on Foreign Relations in New York. 

At that conference Dr. Osuna gave his idea of the meaning 
of the word “retroactive.” He recited that when he ’be- 
came Governor of Tamaulipas he found that there were 
several industries in the State enjoying a total or partial 
exemption from taxation, in accordance with definite agree- 
ments made by the State to encourage the establishment of 
these industries and the investment of capital in them. He 
determined at once to ignore those tax exemptions, although 
the agreements had still various terms of years to run. He 
said that he did not compel these industries to go back and 
pay the taxes for years already expired, but merely required 
them, notwithstanding the agreement, to begin at that mo- 
ment to pay taxes in the future. This, he said, prevented his 
action from being retroactive. 

The other meetings were not gatherings of American oil 
companies, but luncheons of the Foreign Policy Association, 
one held in Albany, N. Y., April 17, 1926, and the other in 
Springfield, Mass., April 24, 1926. No stenographic records 
were kept of these meetings, but I am sending you herewith 
a pamphlet containing some addresses by me on the Mexican 
situation. 

At the Springfield meeting Dr. Osuna purported to quote 
from the decision of the Supreme Court of the United States 
in the case of Ohio Oil Company vs. Indiana, a portion of 
the opinion which appears in 177 United States Reports, at 
the bottom of page 208 and the top of page 209. In the 
opinion of the Court this passage reads as follows: “If the 
analogy between animals ferae naturae and mineral deposits 
of oil and gas, stated by the Pennsylvania Court and adopted 
by the Indiana Court, instead of simply establishing a simi- 
larity of relation, proved the identity of the two things, 
there would be an end of the case. This follows because 
things which are ferae naturae belong to the ‘negative com- 





munity’; in other words, are public things subject to the 
absolute control of the State, which, although it allows them 
to be reduced to possession, may at its will not only regulate 
but wholly forbid their future taking.” 

Dr. Osuna, in order to make it appear that the last part of 
this passage applies to petroleum, changed the word “are” 
to “is”; the word “things” to the singular; the word 
“them” to “it,” and the word “their” to “its,” and then, pur- 
porting to read from this opinion of the United States 
Supreme Court, said that it had decided that “petroleum is 
a public thing, subject to the absolute control of the State, 
which, although it allows it to be reduced to possession, may 
at its will not only regulate but wholly forbid its future 
taking.” 

The reason why I have this record, although no steno- 
graphic report was taken of the meeting, is explained by my 
having had with me at the time a photostatic copy of the 
decision of the Court in this case, to which I referred and fol- 
lowed as Dr. Osuna was purporting to quote from it. 

Moreover, Dr. Osuna made no mention whatever of the 


. Statement which the Court did make regarding petroleum, 


which will be found on page 209 of the Report in the follow- 
ing words: 

“On the other hand, as to gas and oil, the surface proprie- 
ters within the gas field all have the right to reduce to 
possession the gas and oil beneath. They could not be ab- 
solutely deprived of this right, which belongs to them without 
a taking of private property.” 

Dr. Osuna is reported in the article under consideration 
to have elaborated upon the distinction which the Mexican 
Government and its spokesmen attempt to draw between 
vested rights or acquired rights and expectations or 
inchoate. rights. We do not need to dwell upon 
the fact that, in order to furnish a basis for this stud- 
ied distinction, they are obliged to state erroneously the 
status of petroleum and other non-metalliferous mineral 
substances under the old Spanish law, for he admits finally 
(though he fails to bring out the point clearly) that at least 
where petroleum works were begun prior to the effective 
date of the new Constitution of 1917 the expectations or 
inchoate rights had thereby been transformed into acquired 
rights or vested rights. The distinction he was drawing and 
the point he made rather obscurely are fully set forth in 
the decisions of the Mexican Supreme Court in the Texas 
Company and other amparo cases decided in 1921 and 1922. 

But, after dwelling upon a distinction between acquired 
rights and expectations, Dr. Osuna is quoted as saying: “Any 
legally acquired rights are respected and ratified under the 
present oils laws in Mexico.” This is a statement as erro- 
neous with respect to the present oil laws in Mexico as Dr. 
Osuna’s alleged quotation from the United States Supreme 
Court decision was. The petroleum law, enacted in Mexico 
about a year ago, respects no previously acquired petroleum 
rights and ratifies none. It is predicated upon Article 27 of 
the Constitution, which declares all petroleum deposits to 
be the property of the nation. The law requires the holders 
of previously acquired rights to acknowledge the nation’s 
ownership and to exchange their private titles for conces- 
sions emanating from the Government. .A large and impor- 
tant part of the petroleum rights acquired before May 1, 1917, 
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are held by American corporations. And, although these 
corporations, under the law, are required to surrender their 
private titles and accept concessions from the Government, 
American and other foreign corporations are expressly pro- 
hibited by the Constitution of Mexico from holding any con- 
cession for the development of petroleum resources in that 
country. 

The fact that you have seen fit to devote about a page 
and a half to Dr. O'sSuna’s remarks is the basis for my as- 
sumption that you are desirous of ascertaining and laying 
before your readers the facts in regard to the Mexican situa- 
tion. If you desire any data or other evidence to enable you 
to judge for yourself where the truth in this matter lies, I 
shall be very glad to undertake to furnish such to you.

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A Mississippi County’s Remarkable Health Record. 


SUNFLOWER COUNTY, MISSISSIPPI, THRICE PRESENTING THE WINNER OF “HEALTHIEST GIRL 
IN AMERICA,” SETS AN EXAMPLE FOR THE WHOLE SOUTH.

An astonishing health record that possibly no other county 
in the land can match has been established by a Southern 
county. The title of healthiest community in the world 
well may be claimed by Sunflower county, Mississippi, which 
in the last four years has three times furnished the winners 
of the international prize offered for the nearest perfectly 
healthy girl. 

When Janette Rankin of Sunflower county tied for first 
place in this contest at Chicago, she caused health authori- 
ties throughout the country to turn inquiring eyes to that 
remarkable county in the Mississippi Delta, which goes in 
so extensively for healthy specimens of young womanhood. 
In 1923 Miss Gladys Hughes of Drew, Miss., went before 
the Elizabeth McCormick Foundation at Chicago, in compe- 
tition with girls from every State in the Union and from 
other countries, and startled the country by bringing this 
honor to the South. In the following year Miss Inez Harden 
ot Moorhead, Sunflower county, journeyed to Chicago and 
won the same prize. An Indiana girl was the winner in 1925, 
and then Miss Rushing brought back the honor to Sunflower 
county when she tied with an Iowa girl in the 1926 contest. 

Health officials from many parts of the country have made 
inquiry into the situation as regards health and sanitation 
in Mississippi, particularly in the Delta section. They have 
brought out facts quite surprising to many, who in many 
cases have thought of the South as a land of ill health— 
facts that show how energetically health authorities of 
Mississippi have worked. 

United States Government figures show Mississippi to 
have the lowest white death rate of any State in the Union. 

The writer has given considerable thought and investiga- 
tion to this matter, and particularly has been impressed with

the fact that Mississippi, for one thing, has a splendidly 
organized health department. It is directed by Dr. Felix J. 
Underwood. He has received the finest of co-operation from 
many agencies in the State. Notable among the agencies 
promoting high health standard is the 4-H movement, the 
name being taken from the slogan, “Heart, Health, Hand 
and Head.” This doctrine of a perfect mind in a perfect 
body has been thoroughly inoculated into the people of 
Mississippi, and in the Delta section it is virtually a relig- 
ion, receiving the support of the Rotary clubs, the Kiwanis 
organizations and virtually every public organization. 

The matter of health has been greatly stressed in the 
many movements under way for the development of Missis- 
sippi. L. J. Foise, general manager of the Mississippi State 
Board of Development, has been a faithful expounder of the 
health doctrine in all his activities. The Mississippi State 
Board of Health recently passed a resolution unanimously 
thanking the development board for “the splendid co-opera- 
tion and backing received.” 

A number of business men, for instance, last year ap- 
pealed to the State Health Board to make a survey of the 
dairy farms and inform them regarding improvements neces- 
sary to meet the requirements of the Mississippi and Louis- 
iana health regulations. The Board of Health was without 
funds, and yet unless this be done the dairymen stood to be 
prevented from shipping milk into New Orleans because of 
the Louisiana health ordinance, and thus would be shut off 
from an important source of income. When the develop- 
ment board was appealed to, it quickly furnished the health 
department with a man for this purpose, defraying the ex- 
pense. 


Mississippi is vitally interested in health. Much progress 
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has been made in overcoming malaria, mosquitoes, opei 
sewers and the like. Many Mississippi towns and cities to- 
day have the best of public conveniences, good sidewalks, 
fine sewerage, excellent water. The artesian water of the 
Mississippi Gulf coast is as good as may be found any- 
where. Officials are active in impressing the people with 
the necessity for proper screening. 

Eradication of the cattle tick, a matter close to the heart 
of L. O. Crosby, president of the Mississippi State Board of 
Development, has for one of its prime purposes the assur- 
ance that Mississippians, babies and boys and girls, will 
have the best milk that any State affords, and when one 
considers the absence of bovine tuberculosis in this State, 
coupled with the splendid sunshine that makes for better 
milk production, it is easy to understand that this tick- 
eradication movement means much to the people, even leav- 
ing out of consideration the vast importance of the move- 
ment to increased profits for the dairymen of Mississippi. 

The Delta country is one of the most interesting stretches 
of territory in Mississippi. It is naturally a healthful ter- 
ritory. This writer took a trip through the Mississippi Delta 
recently, and could easily understand afterward why that 
section has made so great an advance in health conditions. 
To begin with, its soil is of the best, with good draining, 
good elevation; but, most important of all. is the spirit of 
Delta people are proud of their section, proud 
of their organizations and their spirit of teamwork. If it 
is a matter of building new highways, working to solve 
common problems. or what-not, there any trouble 
in drawing a good attendance at any meeting in the Delta. 

Sunflower county, fine as its health record is, has still 
another distinction—it is the only county in the world with 
four Rotary clubs. They are all active organizations, alive 
to community needs, quick to respond at any time when 
their services are required to advance community matters, 
be it in health or in industry and agriculture. 

J. S. Vandiver, head of the Sunflower Agricultural College, 
is a fine type of “Delta folk.”” Mr. Vandiver is proud of the 
fact that the three winners of the national health prizes all 
are students at his There they receive earnest 
advice concerning health and sanitation, as also do other 
students, for Mississippi places high store upon the health

Panhandle Oil Area 620.000 Acres. 
Amarillo, Texas, April 11—[Special.]—Oil 
produced from an area of 620,000 acres of land in the Pan- 
handle of Texas, according to statistics recently compiled. 
The proven area has increased from 450,000 acres to 620,000 
acres since January 1. Total production from the big district 
since the first well was brought in had reached 36,675,000 
barrels on March 12, say recent figures. 

In West Texas, including the Panhandle, oil is being pro- 
duced in 34 counties, an increase of 10 counties since January 
1, 1926. At the present time one or more active tests are 
under way in 60 additional counties of West Texas. In 1926 
the total number of producing wells increased by more than 
4000, bringing the number up to 19,500. The value of petro- 
leum, natural gas and natural-gas gasoline produced in West 
Texas during 1926 was: Petroleum, $177,945,000; natural 
gas, $12,500,000; natural-gas gasoline, $21,240,000; total $205,-

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Power Plant Ready in December. 


Discussing the construction of a power plant on the North 
Canadian River, near Weleetka, Okla,, to which reference 
has previously been made in the MANUFACTURERS RecorD, the 
Oklahoma Power Company of Okmulgee, C. H. Kretz, vice- 
president, advises that the plant is expected to be in opera- 
tion in December. It will consist of only one unit at this 
time, of 15,000 kilowatts capacity, water from the river to be 
used for condensing purposes and gas for fuel. Sargent & 
Lundy of Chicago are the designing engineers and the L. E. 
Myers Company contractors, both of Chicago. A number of 
equipment firms has already been reported. The plant was 
initiated by the Oklahoma Power Company, but has since 
been transferred to the Public Service Company of Oklahoma, 
Tulsa. Both of these companies are subsidiaries of the 
Middle West Utilities Company, Chicago. 





To Advertise Poultry Industry. 


Because Morristown, Tenn., is widely known as a poultry 
center, being the shipping point for East Tennessee for poul- 
try and eggs, the Chamber of Commerce has adopted the 
rooster as the official emblem of the city. For use in its 
publicity campaign the Chamber of Commerce offers a prize 
of 12 thoroughbred, single-combed, white leghorn pullets and 
a cock for the best slogan of not more than six words which 
will connect the principal industry with the advertising 
program. The contest closes May 1, 1927. The Southern 
Railway now operates a “poultry special” out of Morristown 
each week, a solid trainload of poultry and eggs for Eastern 
and Southern markets. 





A Good Report From the Agricultural and 
Mechanical College of Texas. 


College Station, Texas, April 11. 
Editor Manufacturers Record: 

In recent years there has been considerable discussion in 
regard to the type of work graduates of the agricultural 
colleges take up after completing their work for a degree in 
the agricultural colleges. Some misinformed or uninformed 
persons have done these institutions considerable injustice by 
charging that men trained in these institutions do not enter 
any phase of agricultural work as their permanent life-work. 
There has also been some confusion with respect to this par- 
ticular matter by reason of the fact that most of, if not all, 
the agricultural colleges offer courses in other subjects than 
agriculture. As an illustration, in this institution there are 
more students enrolled in the engineering courses than in the 
agricultural courses. 

The record of our graduates in the agricultural college from 
1922 to 1926, inclusive, is as follows:

Thus it will be seen that over 90 per cent of the students 
taking agricultural courses and who have graduated from 
this college during the last five years have actively entered 
into some agricultural pursuit, or other pursuits closely 
related to agriculture. Furthermore, it is an outstanding 
fact that many of the young men who graduate from the 
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agricultural courses in this college, and do not go into agri- 
cultural work immediately, later drift back into agricultural 
work. 

There are 165 county farm demonstration agents employed 
in Texas today. Of this number, 95 are graduates, or former 
students, of this college; 11 graduates, or former students, of 
some other Southern agricultural college. This makes a total 
of about 75 per cent of all the county agents in this State 
who received their agricultural training in this or one of the 
other Southern institutions. There are 15 subject-matter 
specialists, all of whom are graduates of agricultural colleges. 
With 12 administrative officers in the extension division, 6 
of them are graduates of this or some other agricultural 
college, and all of them have had some training in an agri- 
cultural institution. 

The above facts, it seems to me, are conclusive evidence 
that, so far as the school of agriculture of this college is con- 
cerned, its former students and graduates are actually assum- 
ing leadership in agriculture and are rendering service to 
their constituents who support the institution. We do not 
have a definite record of the field of activities of those who 
do not graduate from the institution, but throughout the 
State one will find them operating farms or ranches, teaching, 
and engaged in other useful and constructive employment.

The Fluorspar Industry—Kentucky Furnished 48 


Per Cent of Country’s Shipments in 1926. 


As was to be expected in a year in which there was 4 
record production of steel, the fluorspar industry did a larger 
volume of business in 1926 than in 1925, according to the 
Bureau of Mines. The increase of 13 per cent in shipments 
made by domestic producers, however, did not keep pace with 
the imports of fluorspar, which increased 55 per cent over 
1925 and are the largest on record. 

The fluorspar shipped from mines in the United States in 
1926 amounted to 128,657 short tons and was valued at 
$2,341,277, as compared with 113,669 tons, valued at $2,052,- 
342, in 1925. Thus there was an increase of 13 per cent in 
quantity and 14 per cent in total value as compared with 
1925. Illinois, Colorado and New Mexico each shipped less 
fluorspar than in 1925, but Kentucky not only shipped the 
second largest quantity ever recorded for that State—62,494 
tons, valued at $1,167,129—but for the second time since 
1904 the shipments exceeded those of Illinois. Illinois 
shipped 53,734 tons, valued at $1,012,879. 

Kentucky furnished 48 per cent of the country’s shipments 
of fluorspar in 1926. 

The reported shipments of fluorspar to manufacturers of 
steel, glass, and enamel and sanitary ware were more than 
in 1925 and the quantity exported was twice as much as in 
the preceding year, but there were decreases in the reported 
shipments to foundries and to manufacturers of hydrofluoric 
acid. 





New Galveston Cotton Warehouse. 


Galveston, Texas, April 11—[Special.]—Facilities for han- 
dling cotton at Galveston will be increased by the construc- 
tion of a new warehouse by the Cotton VUoncentration Com- 
pany, contract having been awarded to W. A. Kelso & Co. of 
Galveston. The structure will cost $500,000 and will be of 
concrete construction and thoroughly fireproof. It will be 
31 feet in height, with two stories; 1034 feet in length, 155 
feet in width at the north end and 190 feet wide at the south 
end. This is the third major warehousing project of the 
Cotton Concentration Company, a subsidiary of the Galves- 
ton Wharf Company, within the past year. The new struc- 
ture will have a capacity of 35,000 bales. The floor will be 
12.5 feet above mean low tide. 













In providing terminal facilities to accomodate export and 
import traffic, the Board of Commissioners of the Lake 
Charles Harbor and Terminal District thought that the 
initial facilities would be sufficient for the business of the 
port for some time to come. But conditions have changed 
so rapidly that the commissioners have called an election 
for the purpose of issuing $500,000 bonds so as to triple the 
present warehouse facilities and double the amount of dock- 
ing space in order to take care of the rapidly developing 
business and to encourage the movement of commodities 
which would be difficult to handle with existing facilities. 


Guy Beatty, president of the Lake Charles Harbor and 
Terminal Commission, reports that the patronage of the 
port has been gratifying and unexpected in its volume. 

Industrial and building expansion is going forward at a 
lively pace. The newest large industry to begin operations 
is a plant to convert rice hulls into cellulose, and construc- 
tion is proceeding on a modern six-story office building. 

The Massasoit Manufacturing Company of Louisiana, Inc., 
began the construction of a cellulose plant at Lake Charles, 
La., in July, 196, for the purification of rice hulls and for 
the conversion of the hulls into a chemically pure cellulose. 
The plant consists of a grinding building, where the hulls 
are received through a screw conveyor from the Lake 
Charles rice mill and are ground to a certain fineness suit- 
able for processing. The ground hulls are elevated and 
conveyed to a storehouse, which has a capacity sufficient to 
keep the manufacturing plant running while the rice mill

The hulls are processed in the manu- 
facturing building, freed of all foreign materials and con- 
verted into cellulose. 

The chemical annex joins the manufacturing building. 
Here the chemicals are stored and also dissolved for use 
in the manufacturing building. Two boilers supply steam 
for the digesting, cooking and drying of the cellulose. 

The office building contains a chemical laboratory, where 
the cellulose is tested and experimental work is done on rice 
hulls, rice straw and similar products. The grinding plant 
started operating November 28 last, and the manufacturing 
plant early last February.

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Education the Theme of Chemists’ Meeting. 


Richmond, Va., April 11—[Special.]—Constructive achieve- 
ments of the American Chemical Society are under discussion 
in a meeting of 1200 chemists this week in Richmond at the 
convention which opened Monday morning. Education is the 
main theme. Many sessions of the various divisions are being 
devoted to the subject, and the Senate of Chemical Education, 
recently organized to co-ordinate the efforts of university and 
industrial leaders for the advancement of the teaching of 
chemistry in colleges and universities, has been active. 

Very strongly also the meeting is stressing the need for 
scientific investigation in both industrial and university labo- 
ratories, emphasizing the fact that ‘unless this country leads 
the world in fundamental research in this age of chemistry 
it cannot long maintain its prosperity and industrial su- 
premacy. 

One of the outstanding developments of the meeting is the 
announcement by George D. Rosengarten, president of the 
American Chemical Society, of the reeently organized National 
Institute of Chemistry, which is to hold a meeting for one 
month every year for the interchange of ideas among chem- 
ists of all nationalities. In this way only can the many highly 
specialized branches of the science keep abreast of develop- 
ments outside their own restricted fields. The first meeting 
will get under way on July 4 of this year at the Pennsyl- 
vania State College. 

Another announcement. of importance is that of the Soci- 
ety’s advocacy of the National Institute of Public Health 
under the direction of the Federal Government, proposed a 
year ago in a bill introduced by Senator Joseph I. Ransdell 
of Louisiana. This proposal will be vigorously fostered by a 
committee headed by Dr. Charles H. Herty, adviser to the 
Chemical Foundation. 

The keynote of the whole meeting is a better organization 
of American chemistry in the interest of the public service. 
Scores of papers.trace the development of chemistry in many 
fields of industry and outline methods whereby chemistry 
will contribute to the productivity and the wealth of the 
country.

Texas Power Corporation Projects. 


The Texas Power Corporation, Seguin, Texas, is making 
satisfactory progress on the hydro-electric projects on the 
Guadalupe River between New Braunfels and a point about 
six miles south of Seguin, according to an announcement by 
F. H. Willmont, president of the company. Work on the 
development, which consists of three separate projects, began 
in December, 1926. One dam is five miles south of New 
Braunfels, another is at McQueeney and the third is about 
five miles south of Seguin. The dams consist of three 85-foot 
bays built up on concrete piers and retaining walls with 
automatic steel spillway gates, similar to the type used 
extensively in Switzerland. The Fargo Engineering Com- 
pany, Jackson, Mich., is handling the engineering work. The 
General Electric Company, Schenectady, N. Y., will supply 
the electrical equipment and the James Leffel & Co., Spring- 
field, Ohio. 

There will be developed between 35,000,000 and 40,000,000 
kilowatt-hours, all of which has been contracted for by the 
Comal Power Company of San Antonio for a period of 30 
years. The Comal Power Company is a subsidiary of the 
American Light and Traction Company of New York city 
and also of the San Antonio Public Service Company of San 
Antonio, Texas. The power developed by the Texas Power 
Corporation will be carried over the lines of the Comal Power 
Company for distribution. The high lines are already built. 
Dam No. 1 is to be .completed about August, 1927, and the 
other two are to be finished not later than December, 1927. 
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South Produces About One-Third of Country’s 
Mineral Values. 


A compilation of mineral production by States, covering the 
year 1925, made by the United States Bureau of Mines, 
emphasizes the generally unrealized fact that certain Eastern 
States contribute tremendously to the nation’s mineral output, 
and that the 16 Southern States produce about one-third of 
the total value of the country’s mineral output. The compila- 
tion also evidences the overwhelming preponderance of coal 
and oil as factors in the nation’s mineral production. 

The aggregate value of the mineral production of the 
United States in 1926, according to the bureau’s compilation, 
umounted to $4,965,000,000, of which the South produced 
more than $1,785,000,000. The aggregate value of the mineral 
output in the South is almost equal to the value of the coun- 
try’s total mineral production in 1910. 

Pennsylvania, with its enormous coal production, leads all 
of the States, with a total mineral output in 1925 of $867,196,- 
000. Oklahoma, with an output of $501,767,000, mainly petro- 
leum, was the second State. California ranked third, with a 
total mineral production of $496,923,000, largely made up of 
petroleum. Texas, another tremendous oil producer, ranked 
fourth, with a production amounting to $351,212,000. West 
Virginia, with an output of $333,528,000, ranked fifth, and 
here again coal was the big factor. 

The following table gives the total mineral output of the 
different Southern States, with the principal minerals con- 
stituting the production. In this eompilation iron ore, not 
pig-iron, is taken as the basis of valuation of iron. In the 
ease of other metals, mine production—that is, the recover- 
able content of the metals—is the basis used:

Vari- 
ous departments will be divided only by aisles or railings, 
so that expansions or adjustments may be made as needed, 
without expensive alterations. The fourth floor will be left 
open and unfinished for the present, enabling the bank to 
extend its facilities or rearrange its departments in. the 
future without having to enlarge the shell of the building. 
Fifth floor space will be devoted to a combination auditorium 
and lunch room, kitchen, rest reom, study and other facilities 
for the welfare of the bank’s personnel.

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1200-CAR GARAGE COMPLETED IN 
WASHINGTON. 


Reinforced Concrete Structure One of Largest in 
the Country—Separate Ramps for Up and 
Down Traffic. 


What is believed to be the largest garage in the United 
States was recently completed in Washington, D. C., for the 
Capital Garage Company, which provides for six acres of 
parking space in the heart of the business district. It is 173 
feet wide and 213 feet long and has 10 full floors above the 
ground, one full floor below the ground and one full floor on 
the roof. All this space is available for the parking of auto- 
mobiles, and 1200 machines can be accommodated at the 
same time. Each floor contains over 24,000 square feet of 
floor space. 

Materials used in its construction included approximately 
900 tons of reinforcing steel, 9500 yards of concrete, more 
than 1,000,000 bricks and a large amount of cast stone for the 
front of the building. It is built with two systems of incline 
ramps or plane runways from the ground floor to the top 
floor, one for up traffic and one for down traffic. Automobiles 
may drive in at the street level and without a stop travel to 
the uppermost level of the building with no more difficulty 
than would be encountered in negotiating the average hill. 
In actual construction the only hoist used was that for pour- 
ing concrete. All other materials were hauled into the build- 
mg and up the ramp to the floor where needed. Contractors 
state that being able to drive the trucks with material to the 
floor where needed facilitated the work and made for speed. 

The James Baird Company was the general contractor. 
Arthur B. Heaton was the architect and Thomas W. Marshall 
was the structural engineer.

Oklahoma Gas and Electric Company Program. 


Oklahoma City, Okla—The major part of the 1927 con- 
struction program of the Oklahoma Gas and Electric Com- 
pany of this city will soon be under way, according to an 
announcement by J. F. Owens, vice-president and general 
manager. The principal projects to be undertaken will include 
an enlargement of the electric-generating station at Byng to 
three times its present capacity, high-voltage line from Har- 
rah to Maud and one from Chandler to Drumright, ice-stor- 
age and new building at Healdton, rebuilding distribution 
system and making additions to Shattuck plant, with trans- 
mission line to Fargo, together with the construction of sub- 
stations and installation of equipment. 

The proposed Byng improvements will include two 6000- 
kilowatt turbo-generators, spray pond, main building exten- 
sions, two stacks, each 90 feet high and 8 feet in diameter, 
and additional transformers, while the projected line from 
Harrah will carry 63,000 volts. A sub-station will be built 
for connection with the line at Maud and two additional bays 
are already under construction at the Horseshoe Lake plant, 
near Harrah, to handle current for the proposed line, which 
will be 46 miles long. Surveys have been completed for the 
Chandler-Drumright line, 26 miles, which will also carry 
63,000 volts. It is designed to make better interconnections 
with the generating station at Riverbank, near Muskogee. 

At Shattuck, where the company recently purchased the 
electric plant and distributing system, the entire system will 
be rebuilt, involving the setting of 225 poles, installation of 
new white way, additional generator and auxiliary equipment. 
These facilities will supply current for a new transmission 
line to Fargo, where a franchise for electric service has been 
granted. 

Healdton improvements will include a new five-ton refrig- 
erating machine for ice storage and the construction of a 
storeroom. A new line from Horseshoe Lake plant to Chan- 
dler has been put in operation on a temporary basis to con- 
nect with the proposed line from Chandler to Drumright. 





New $600,000 Pottery-Ware Plant for 
West Virginia. 

Discussing its plans for building a new pottery-ware plant 
at Chester, W. Va., at a reported cost of $600,000, the Taylor, 
Smith and Taylor Company of East Liverpool, Ohio, advises 
the MANUFACTURERS RecorD that the Harrop Ceramic Service 
Company of Columbus, Ohio, has contract for two tunnel 
kilns and necessary buildings to house them, while the con- 
tract for a decorating tunnel kiln will soon be awarded.

A $500,000 warehouse unit has been completed in Birming- 
ham, Ala., for the Merchants and Manufacturers Terminals, 
The structure is 120 by 440 feet, two 
stories and mezzanine, of reinforced concrete, and is the first 
of similar units planned by this corporation. It contains 22 
compartments, 20 by 120 feet, each a complete warehouse in 
itself, equipped with railroad sidings and loading platforms, 
loading space for trucks, storage space for two trucks for 
each tenant and an office 20 by 20 feet on the mezzanine, 
automatic sprinklers, elevator facilities, metal doors and 
automatic fire releases.

Helena Municipal River Terminal Completed. 

A $400,000 municipal river and rail terminal for operation 
by the Mississippi-Warrior River service was recently com- 
pleted at Helena, Ark. It was built by a local improvement 
district, which issued bonds of the district secured by a 
pledge of tax levies upon an assessment of benefits against 
real estate in the district. In general, the terminal consists 
of a fireproof dockhouse, 100 by 305 feet; a steel shop build- 
ing, 30 by 60 feet; a wharf barge, 50 by 225 feet; a covered 
incline, chain truck haul about 250 feet long, which connects 
the wharf barge with the dockhouse and takes up the 60- 
foot variation in the river. About half a mile of tracks 
connect the terminal with all rail lines entering Helena. The

Birmingham, April 11—[Special.]—Announcement of . the 
appointment of George Gordon Crawford, president of the 
Tennessee Coal, Iron and Railroad Company, as chairman of 
a committee to establish the first technological laboratory in 
the steel industry for the United States Steel Corporation 
has aroused much interest in industrial circles here. On all 
sides hope is expressed that this will not mean the removal 
of Mr. Crawford from this district.

The purpose of the laboratory is to keep the steel industry 
in a vigorous condition, determine new methods of making 
better steel and eliminate old methods as fast as possible.

The success attained in handling the 
properties in the Birmingham district is described as a monu- 
ment to his genius, it is pointed out. Not only has Mr. Craw- 
ford been ah ardent developer in the industrial end, but he 
also has participated in civic development, is a patron of the 
arts and is greatly interested in State culture and believes 
in the future of Birmingham and the Birmingham district. 





Newport News Company Lowest Bidder. 


Washington, D. C.—The lowest bid for the construction of 
two cruisers has been submitted by the Newport News (Va.) 
Shipbuilding and Dry Dock Company, according to estimates 
received by the Navy Department for building six 10,000-ton 
scout ships. The Newport News Company submitted a bid 
of $10,642,000 for one cruiser, or $10,480,000 for each of two. 
The Bethlehem Shipbuilding Corporation of Fore River, 
Mass., submitted a bid of $10,675,000 for one, or $10,540,000 
for each of two, and the American Brown Boveri Electric 
Corporation, New York, a bid of $10,815,000 for one, or $10,- 
708,000 for each of two.

Machinery bids were submitted by the General Electric Com- 
pany, Schenectady, N. Y., at $585,000 for each ship, and the 
Westinghouse Electric and Manufacturing Company at $821,- 
000 to $886,000 for each. It is estimated that the six cruisers 
will cost $70,000,000.

Suggestion As to the Need for Improvement of 


Drainage Laws of Southern States. 
H. C. Lawrence, Contractor, New Bern, N. C. 


The writer, being a constant reader of your magazine, is 
aware that you are probably the leading exponent of the 
South as a country rich in development opportunities, and 
herewith takes the liberty of drawing your attention to one 
subject that seems to be securing less attention than it 
merits; that is, the condition of the bond market on worthy 
drainage projects. 

In this State—North Carolina—are many areas needing 
drainage, and several have developed to the stage where a 
district has been formed, but they are practically at a stand- 
still on acount of the lack of a market for bonds with which 
to finance them. 


North Carolina is an important State and leads in several 
items, as you are well aware. It seems to me it shouid be 
possible to improve the markets for bonds with which to 
finance worthy projects, either by proper publicity or proper 
changes in the drainage laws of the Southern States. 


The present condition of affairs penalizes the developer 
in the following manner: The usual procedure is to establish 
a district, survey and estimate the cost; then issue bonds 
for the financing. It is then found that the bonds (6 per 
cents) will not sell at par. It is then necessary to add suffi- 
cient to the contract price to take care of the deficit, any- 
where from 10 per cent to 30 per cent. This, of course, adds 
to the cost of the work by that much and tends to discourage 
more development. 

Compare this condition with that of drainage work in the 
North and North-Central States. In Minnesota, for instance, 
where the writer recently operated, you will find 6 per cent 
drainage bonds usually commanding a good premium and 
reducing the cost of construction by that much. 

Probably it is on account of the drainage laws in the 
South and, if so, it would seem the time has arrived where 
some attention should be given to the matter. By making 
the drainage bonds a county obligation, instead of simply 
a lien on the lands benefited, it would tend to eliminate 
unworthy projects and at the same time increase the demand 
for the bonds, making them more salable. The actual costs 
of the projects, of course, should be borne by the benefited 
areas, but making them a county obljgation would tend to 
make the county officers see that the taxes were collected with 
which to pay the interest and principal as they become due. 
The county commissioners would have direct charge of the 
districts, thereby eliminating the present method of electing 
drainage commissioners for each district, which seems to 
be unsatisfactory in most cases. It would eliminate extra 
costs in having so many officers as at present and the county 
commissioners would be more likely to reject questionable 
projects, thereby eliminating the chance of having to pay 
any of the costs out of the county at large. 

Drainage work is important not only by reason of the 
carrying off of water, but in the other benefits derived from 
it. Take, for instance, the benefits secured for building.of 
roads. It is possible to construct roads through swamp 
areas by dredging and getting fill from the spoil bank, in 
addition to the drainage, for much less cost than the 
overhaul method. The various State highway departments 
apparenty are slow to acknowledge this fact, as one may 







notice so many roads built up of thousands of yards of 
material hauled at great distances and at high costs, where 
it would have been possible to have secured the necessary 
material alongside the road by dredging, and at a fraction of 
the cost. 

I am merely touching on the subject, thinking possibly you 
may start something in the way of improving existing 
conditions. 


Some Illustrations Showing Necessity of Automo- 


bile Insurance.

I read with much interest your editorial entitled “Auto- 
mobile Liability Insurance Should Be Made Compulsory.” 

I, with many others, commend your ideas most heartily, 
and disagree with the paragraph “B” as enunciated by the 
National Automobile Chamber of Commerce, for I ean give 
one particular case of the most aggravated kind which hap- 
pened about four years ago to a neighbor’s brother. This 
man, in getting off a street car, was knocked down by a speed- 
ing taxi. He was knocked unconscious and his hip broken. 
He was taken home and was laid up three months, and 
permanently injured. Suit was brought and he was awarded 
$3000 damages, which has never been collected, as the driver 
was not insured and had nothing. The same man, two years 
ago, knocked down another man and it was thought for 
three weeks that he would die, but he recovered; he brought 
suit and secured a judgment for $7000. The driver appealed 
the case, and it being affirmed by the State Supreme Court 
his bondsmen had to pay the verdict; the driver had been 
under the influence of liquor and he was deprived of his 
license for one year. 

I have heard of two similar cases, which were not very 
bad, but the injured could not get any damages, for the 
driver had nothing. I drive a car and 30 miles an hour is 
my maximum limit of speeding, but I have escaped twice 
from being badly injured by reckless drivers not obeying the 
laws; one was a taxi driver and the other a girl. 

I recall two other accidents that never appeared in print: 
One, a young man driving a milk truck, ran into a doctor’s 
car and damaged it to the extent of $75. The owner of the 
truck said he “was not able to pay just now, but would re- 
imburse the doctor,” but the doctor has not yet received any- 
thing, though the accident was three years ago. In another 
instance a huckster, speeding on a cross-street, struck a motor 
ear, damaging it about $50. At the time of the accident the 
owner of the car accused the huckster of being at fault, and 
he was told that he must pay the damage. The huckster 
retorted that he could not pay. The other said, “I will sue 
you.” The huckster then said, “There’s no use to sue me, 
for I ain’t got nothing.” In yet another case, my son, driving 
my car, was at a cross-street not moving; three boys in a 
ear turned the corner and deliberately collided with our car. 
1 got nothing, as they had no liability insurance.

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Rail Production Highest Since 1913. 


Pittsburgh, April 11—[Special.]—Production of steel ingots 
last month made a new record, the 4,559,400 gross tons pro- 
duced being 1.6 per cent above the production in March, 1926, 
hitherto the record month. Last month’s production is com- 
puted at 94.04 per cent of so-called “theoretical capacity,” 
ascertained as of December 31, 1925. Since then there has 
been an increase of 2 per cent or more in actual capacity. 
A small part of last month’s production, probably under 5 
per cent, was represented in stocking against possible trouble 
later on from the coal strike, this being chiefly in ingots, to 
be rolled into finished products later. 

Production of finished steel in general in 1926 will be 
reported about two months hence. Meanwhile, rail produc- 
tion is officially reported at 3,217,640 gross tons, or 15.5 per 
cent above 1925 production, and making last year the biggest 
rail year since 1913. Record production was in 1906, with 
3,977,887 tons produced. At that time there was much laying 
of new track. Of late there has been very little, while 
replacements are much heavier and there is more industrial 
consumption. It is readily estimated that production of pipe 
in general, and particularly of oil-country tubular goods, was 
much heavier in 1926 than in 1925. This year there will in 
all probability be decreases from 1926 in rails, tubular goods 
and tinplate, while there may be large increases in some 
other lines. 

The pipe trade continues to present the divergence that 
demand for casing, drill pipe, tubing, etc., for oil and gas 
wells is relatively light, much below that of a year ago, 
while demand for line pipe, chiefly for natural gas lines, has 
been very heavy beginning with last October. 

Steel deliveries to the automobile trade now approximate 
their maximum, being close to the volume of a year ago. 
Fabricated structural-steel lettings in the past five weeks 
have run 25 per cent below the weekly average previously 
since the first of the year, but the total from January 1 com- 
pares fairly well with the similar total last year. The 
volume of demand that caused steel production to make a 
new high record last month did not have associated with it 
any stiffening in steel prices, on the whole, although the 
declining tendency from November to late in February was 
arrested. 

The bituminous coal strike which started April 1 is unlikely 
at any time to curtail steel production. Thus far the strike 
has amounted to less than was expected, but the typical coal 
strike should ldst four or five months and occurrences at the 
outset are little indication. The Connellsville coke region 
has had no trouble at all thus far. Both coke and pig-iron 
are dull and foundry coke is off 25 cents. 





Steel Activity Calls for Iron. 


Birmingham, Ala., April 11—I[Special.]—With some ton- 
nage of pig-iron sold and numerous small-lot business being 
booked right along, the market here is considered favorable. 
Quotations are firm on an $18 per ton base, No. 2 foundry, 
1.75 to 2.25 per cent silicon content, and furnace interests 
appear to be confident that there will be necessity for keeping 
the present pace of production—10 furnaces on foundry, 12 on 
basic and one on ferro-manganese. The Woodward Iron 
Company has changed one of its furnaces from foundry on to 
basic. 

Survey of the iron-melting companies indicates that there 
will be active consumption of iron for some time, the cast-iron 
pressure-pipe shops in particular now speeding up some, and 
at the same time shipment of the accumulated stock is being 
pushed. The surplus stock of pig-iron in Alabama has been

worked down considerably during the first quarter of the 
year. There will be no addition to this stock during the 
second quarter. The fact that there is little tonnage on hand 
rather helps conditions for the same reason that delivery can 
be assured at all times. Practically all of the pig-iron manu- 
factured in this State is consumed in the Southern territory. 

The soil-pipe make is again reported as slightly better, 
some of the larger shops now melting iron in quantity. The 
warehouse stock may be reduced during the little spurt. 

In the steel market there is no lagging, practically all of 
the open-hearth furnaces producing, which brought a greater 
need for basic iron. Finishing mills, fabricating works and 
various shops on all shapes of steel are in full operation on 
all sides. Shipment of steel is also steady. The Birmingham 
district has not been getting its share of the trade to the 
Southwest, but water transportation will make it possible to 
get into that territory, and there may be warrant for putting 
up of a tubing mill here, Texas, Louisiana and other States 
to the west using much steel pipe. The try-out with the sea- 
going barges will mean much for this district, probably a new 
era entirely. 

The manufacture of cotton ties will start soon. The Ten- 
nessee Coal, Iron and Railroad Company is now in the 
market, a department on this shape of steel having been built 
at the Bessemer rolling mills. The Connors Steel Company 
also will begin the rolling of cotton ties shortly. Hoops and 
bands, reinforced concrete bars, sheet, plate and other shapes, 
not to overlook wire and nails, are in fairly good demand, 
while rail and railroad accessories are being produced in 
quantity. 

The coke market is holding firmly, with sufficient business 
to warrant operation of all by-product plants. Coke is still 
being held at $5.50 per ton, domestic foundry coke, with $6 
asked for beehive coke, a little of which is being manufac- 
tured. 

The scrap iron and steel market is unchanged, prices are 
low and few of the items are moving, heavy melting steel—No. 
1 cast and some of the borings. The heavy melting steel is 
being held at $12 and little more, delivered within the 
immediate district. Dealers are able to get all the stock 
necessary, railroads having a quantity of old material.

Advantages of Wrought Iron Pipe Shown by 


Test of Time. 


In new hotel construction and in the remodeling of old 
hotels architects and builders in dealing with the plumbing 
facilities therein are specifying piping of a kind that will 
last as long as the buildings. They are basing specifications 
upon the experiences of some older hotels, such as the Parker 
House fn Boston, now replaced by a much finer hotel edifice, 
and the Hotel Walton in Philadelphia. 

Although the Parker House was built about 75 years ago, 
steam heat was not installed until 1889. At the time it ‘was 
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a marvel of efficiency and represented the best that could be 
obtained both in piping and equipment. The installation in 
the Parker House was entirely of genuine wrought iron pipe, 
so that it is not surprising that 87 years later when the 
building was demolished the piping was still found to be in 
good condition. Not only that, but it was the experience of 
the management that practically no repairs were necessary 
from the time the system was installed. J. H. Rush, chief 
engineer of the Parker House, has stated the remarkable 
freedom from repairs experienced at that hotel is attributable 
very largely to the use of Reading genuine wrought iron pipe. 
It has been figured that had there been used a less durable 
kind of piping the replacement cost alone would have 
amounted to $15,000 during the years the system was in 
service. This does not take into account a possible loss of 
revenue of about $2400, which might have been occasioned 
by the closing of rooms for repairs to piping. 

Another interesting experience is that of the Hotel Walton, 
where an opportunity was granted the management to com- 
pare the relative lives of wrought iron pipe and other piping. 
The main building was erected in 1882 and an addition was 
built in 1895. Genuine wrought iron pipe was installed exclu- 
sively in both buildings, and very little trouble was experi- 
enced. In 1917 the newer section was remodeled and, although 
no pipe failures had figured, it was decided that, while re- 
modeling was under way, it might be just as well to replace 
the system in view of the fact that 22 years’ service had been 
obtained from it. 

Owing to war-time conditions the wrought iron pipe was 
extremely scarce. so that out of 22,500 feet installed about 
4500 feet of another pipe was substituted, but after five years 
of usage the latter began to leak, and every time this 
occurred a room was put out of use for four days to repair 
the pipe. Not only that, but it was necessary to replace 
plaster and wallpaper and in some instances repapering an 
entire room. The average cost of these repairs per year was 
around $960. Replacements were made with wrought iron 
pipe, so that within a comparatively few years the original 
installation of other pipe was entirely removed and wrought 
iron substituted. Since then no trouble has been experienced. 

In the meantime the genuine wrought iron pipe which was 
installed in the older building which was not remodeled was 
still giving excellent service after 43 years and no failures. 
It is estimated by J. H. Monteith, the chief engineer, that 
wrought iron pipe has repaid its initial cost ten times over 
during the years it has been used in the Hotel Walton. 

Such records as these lead to the inquiry as to why wrought 
iron pipe should last so much longer and give so much better 
service than other pipe. The answer is found in the manu- 
facturing methods. Genuine wrought iron is produced in 
small quantities in a puddling furnace where it is constantly 
watched and worked. Due to the puddling process, each 
grain of molten iron is surrounded by siliceous slag, which 
acts as a barrier to corrosion. This slag content is also the 
secret of the five characteristics of genuine wrought iron pipe, 
viz., resistance to corrosion, resistance to shocks and vibra- 
tions, better welding properties, easier threading, better 
anchoring of protective coatings, such as galvanizing and 
paint.

Air-Cooled Motors Corporation. 

Norfolk, Va.—The Industrial Engineering and Sales Cor- 
poration has announced that the Clark Air-Cooled Motors 
will be organized to build an air-cooled automobile motor 
invented by C. S. Clark of this city. It is planned to build a 
plant with a capacity of 20 motors daily, to consist of a 
concrete assembling building, foundry and office building to 
cost, with the site and necessary equipment, about $300,000.

Improving Line to Myrtle Beach, S. C. 


The Atlantic Coast Line Railroad proposes to spend about 
$500,000 for rebuilding its line from Conway, S. C., to Myrtle 
Beach, about 16 miles, and the work has already begun. This 
improvement has been brought about by plans for the devel- 
opment of Myrtle Beach as a resort, and the line will now 
have 85-pound rails to permit of the movement of heavy loco- 
motives and cars. At Conway a new steel bridge will be 
erected and the line will be straightened; the alignment 
between Elrod and Conway also will be revised, and improve- 
ments will be made at Myrtle Beach to meet demands of 
travel. The work is to be completed this summer. 


Clinton and Oklahoma Western to Extend. 


The Clinton and Oklahoma Western Railroad, which now 
extends from Clinton to Cheyenne, Okla., 58 miles, has applied 
to the Interstate Commerce Commission for authority to 
build an extension from Cheyenne to Pampa, Texas, 95 miles, 
the latter being on the Santa Fe system. Estimated cost of 
construction is $2,470,000. It is stated that the new line 
would afford a direct route to and from the oil and gas 
regions in Wheeler and Gray counties, Texas, and other oil 
and gas discoveries are being made. Besides, the country 
to be traversed is an agricultural section which needs rail- 
road transportation facilities. Frank Kell of Wichita Falls, 


Texas, is president of the road and R. A. Thompson of 
Clinton, Okla., is its chief engineer. 


Car Loadings Over 12,300,000 Since January 1. 


Loading of revenue freight on the railroads for the week 
ended March 26 exceeded the million-car mark for the third 
consecutive week this year, according to the American Rail- 
way Association. Total loading for the week amounted to 
1,008,888 cars. This was an increase of 2027 cars over the 
preceding week, the increase being due almost entirely to the 
heavier movement of miscellaneous freight: Compared with 
the corresponding week last year, the total for the week was 
an increase of 40,943 cars, while it also was an increase of 
76,119 cars over the corresponding week in 1925. 

Loading of revenue freight for the first 13 weeks of this 
year amounted to 12,365,075 cars, the greatest number ever 
loaded during any corresponding period at this season of the 
year. This was an increase of 382,090 cars over the corre- 
sponding period in 1926 and an increase of 582,666 cars over 
the corresponding period in 1925. 


Railroad Earnings During the Winter. 


Class 1 railroads in February had a net railway operating 
income of $70,045,386, which for that month was at the annual 
rate of return of 4°93 per cent on their property investment, 
according to reports filed by the carriers with the Bureau of 
Railway Economics. In February, 1926, their net railway 
operating income was $63,377,761, or 4.58 per cent on 
property investment. This compilation is based on reports 
from 189 Class 1 railroads, representing a total of 238,118 
miles of line. 

Gross operating revenues for February amounted to $468,- 
994,433, compared with $460,673,256 in February, 1926, or an 
increase of 1.8 per cent. Operating expenses totaled $361,- 
472,855, compared with $360,899,940 in the same month in 
1926, or an increase of two-tenths of 1 per cent. These rail- 
roads in February paid $28,684,908 in taxes, an increase of 
$384,131, or 1.4 per cent, over the same month in 1926. This 
brought the total tax bill of the Class 1 railroads for the 
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first two months in 1927 to $58,023,140, an increase of $1,060,- 
034, or nearly 2 per cent above the corresponding period in 
1926. 

Class 1 railroads for the first two months in 1927 had a 
net railway operating income of $131,624,080, which was at 
the annual rate of return of 4.56 per cent on their property 
investment. During the corresponding period of the preced- 
ing year their net railway operating income amounted to 
$129,166,711, or 4.59 per cent on their property investment. 
Gross operating revenues for the first two months in 1927 
amounted to $955,998,770, compared with $942,175,286 during 
the corresponding period in 1926, or an increase of 1.5 per 
cent. Operating expenses for these months totaled $748,962,- 
217, compared with $739,880,413 during the corresponding 
period last year, or an increase of 1.2 per cent. The rate of 
return on property investment for the five years ending with 
February, 1927, has averaged 4.53 per cent per year. 


Charter for a 200-Mile Railroad. 

Austin, Texas, April 9—[Special.]—Another step toward 
the construction of a railroad between San Antonio and 
Sonora, Texas, 200 miles, has been taken by the filing here 
of the charter of the San Antonio and Northwestern Railroad 
Company, with capital stock of $200,000 and headquarters at 
San Antonio. Its route lies through territory of which a 
part is more than 100 miles from any railroad. The country 
is largely devoted to the sheep and Angora goat industries 
and to large cattle ranches. Much of it also has large agri- 
cultural possibilities, according to the promoters. 

The survey and right of way committee, headed by Henry 
Koehler of San Antonio, is now in the field seeking the most 
feasible and practicable line and it will make its reports in 
about two weeks. In the articles of incorporation Henry 
Koehler is named president; Frank H. Weber, secretary and 
treasurer, and S. H. Saathoff, W. A. Fritze and Dr. Charles 
A. R. Campbell as first, second and third vice-presidents, 
respectively. They all are directors. Other directors are 
C. W. Ling and W. Reichert. Other incorporators are L. J. 
Gould, Mrs. C. Weber and H. E. Vernon, all of San Antonio. 
The capital stock is divided into 2000 shares of $100 each. 


Central of Georgia Railway’s Report. 

The report of the Central of Georgia Railway Company 
for 1926 gives some interesting facts concerning the exten- 
sive improvement of its line between Columbus, Ga., and 
Birmingham, Ala., which work was completed for operation 
last fall. The old line was very crooked and very hilly. In 
its improvement 5614 miles of main line had to be built on 
new location and 2634 miles of main line had to be raised or 
lowered on old location. The improvements reduced the 
maximum grade eastbound from 1144 per cent to one-half of 1 
per cent and the distance was shortened nearly 5 miles in 123 
miles. Eighty-nine curves, 40 highway grade crossings and 
two railroad ‘grade crossings were eliminated and many old 
pile and frame trestles were taken out. A total of nearly 
7,500,000 cubic yards of earth and rock had to be moved. 
Several new bridges were built of steel, besides a number of 
highway bridges of creosoted wood, the latter to carry roads 
above the tracks. Several underpasses were also built. The 
work began in May, 1924, and was finished in two years and 
four months. 

The income statement of the railway shows that operating 
revenues for the year were $31,825,369; increase, $1,595,960 ; 
operating expenses, $23,772,538; increase, $1,035,056; excess 
of revenues over expenses, $8,052,831; increase, $560,904; net 
railway operating income after taxes, uncollectible railway 
revenues and rentals, $5,953,291; increase, $485,547; net 
income after adding other income and making deductions, the 
latter mostly for interest on funded debt, $3,675,392 ; increase, 
$570,279.

Production of Rails in 1926. 


The American Iron and Steel Institute, 75 West street, 
New York city, reports that the total production of railroad 
rails during the year 1926 was 3,217,649 tons, of which 
3,107,992 tons were made by the open-hearth process and 
97,124 tons represented rails rerolled from old steel rail. 
The remainder, 12,533 tons, represents rails made by the 
Bessemer process. In 1911 there were 1,053,420 tons of rails 
made by the Bessemer process and in the same year 1,676,923 
tons by the open-hearth process, but the great advantages of 
the new process have resulted in a gradual decline of the 
3essemer process until now it has been almost given up. 


. The largest production of rails in one year was in 1918, when 


3,502,780 tons were rolled, of which 2,527,710 tons were made 
by the open-hearth process and 817,591 tons by the Bessemer 
process. 


Fort Worth As a Grain Market. 


The Missouri-Kansas-Texas Railway Company reports that 
one of the notable features of industrial developments in its 
traffic territory during the year 1926 was the expansion of 
Fort Worth, Texas, as a grain market, it being designated by 
the Chicago Board of Trade as one of the “primary grain 
markets” of the country. Total inspections by the grain 
inspection department of the Fort Worth Grain and Cotton 
Exchange numbered 34,698 cars, a gain of 7943 cars over 
1925 and nearly 14,000 cars more than in 1922. During this 
four-year period the capacity of Fort Worth elevators has 
more than doubled, being 4,675,000 bushels in 1922 and 9,825,- 
000 in 1926. In this railway’s elevator, capacity 8,600,000, 
it is stated that Fort Worth has the largest grain elevator in 
the South and the greatest in the Southwest, Kansas City

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GOOD ROADS AND STREETS 


10-Mile Bridge Nearly Completed. 


The 10-mile concrete bridge over Mobile Bay at Mobile, 
Ala., is finished and ready for traffic, with the exception of 
about 5000 lineal feet of embankment in Chacaloochee Bay. 
Two suction dredges are working on this section and it is 
anticipated that it will be paved and graveled ready for 
traffic within 30 days. The project includes a viaduct cross- 
ing over the Louisville and Nashville Railroad a bridge of 
steel spans, including a vertical lift span, over the Mobile 
River; a similar structure of steel spans over the Tensaw- 
Spanish River, with concrete pile and steel girder approaches 
to both of the bridges, and similar structures of concrete piles 
and steel over the Apalachee River and over the Blakeley 
River. The total length of viaduct and bridge construction 
is about 5800 feet. The remainder of the project covers high- 
way embankments and causeways built on the lowlands 
and across the shallow waters of the bay. 

The structure is built for highway traffic and provides a 
roadway 20 feet wide. On all of the structures the roadway 
is concrete slab. On all of the embankments there Is con- 
structed a gravel and clay base, which will later be paved 
with an asphaltic concrete surface. 

The Mobile River Bridge and the Tensaw-Spanish River 
Bridge were constructed by the Kansas City Bridge Company, 
Kansas City, Mo. The concrete pile and steel-girder structures 
were constructed by Doullut & Ewin, Mobile, Ala. For all 
of these structures all superstructure metal work was manu- 
factured by the Virginia Bridge and Iron Company, Roanoke, 
Va. The dredged embankments throughout have been con- 
structed by John Jacobson, Galveston, Texas. The gravel 
and clay base, which will be used temporarily for pavement 
surface, was placed by Jerry Gwin, Birmingham, Ala. The 
asphaltic concrete paving surface will be constructed by 
Hancock Brothers, Mobile. All engineering work, as well as 
general assistance in the financing problems, has been carried 
out by Harrington, Howard & Ash, consulting engineers, 
Kansas City, Mo. 

At the request of the Chamber of Commerce and other 
organizations of Mobile the project has been named the 
Cochrane Bridge, in honor of John T. Cochrane, president 
of the bridge company.

Earth approaches and bridge over - 


$1,000,000 Manatee River Bridge Nears 


Completion. 


By E. E. Garrison, Publicity Director, Bradenton (Fla.) 
Chamber of Commerce. 


After more than two years of constant construction work 
the $1,000,000 State highway bridge across the Manatee 
River from Bradenton to Palmetto is nearing completion, and 
May 15 has been set as the tentative date for a country-wide 
celebration to mark the formal opening of one of the most 
important traffic links on the Florida West Coast. The new 
bridge is a direct link in the Tamiami Trail, and also links 
up with the new Gulf-to-ocean highway frem Bradenton to 
Fort Pierce. 

Pending completion of the new State bridge, traffic on the 
Tamiami Trail from Tampa south to Fort Myers is carried 
over a bridge erected by Manatee county. The new bridge 
will remove this “bottle-neck” condition, and it is expected 
the present traffic of 4000 cars a day will materially increase 
when the new bridge is opened. In addition to serving traflic 
over the Tamiami Trail north and southbound, the bridge is 
a direct outlet from the new Piney Point and St. Petersburg 
ferry across Tampa Bay and the Bayshore road from Tampa. 

Construction work started in February, 1925. The C. F. 
Lytle Company of Cedar Rapids, Iowa, has the general con- 
tract. The total length of the concrete structure is 3600 feet, 
with hydraulic fills at both ends, making the total length of 
the bridge and fills slightly more than a mile. The bridge 
structure is of concrete throughout, with a roadway 24 feet 
wide, two sidewalks 414 feet wide and concrete railings. The 
bridge is built on piers sunk to bedrock below the river bed. 
Approximately 15,000 cubic yards of concrete have been 
poured in the structure to date. Surfacing of the bridge will 
be completed by the State Highway Department, and the 
hydraulic fills are being constructed by joint agreement be- 
tween the ccunty commissioners of Manatee county and the 
cities of Bradenton and Palmetto. The south approach at 
Bradenton is now ready for pavement, and the north fill is 
rapidly nearing completion. Concrete slab seawalls are used 
to hold the fill in place. Parkways will be built at both 
ends of the bridge. 

A 75-foot bascule steel draw is provided at the river chan- 
nel on the Bradenton side. The bridge is practically tied 
together for its entire length, and work remaining is mainly 
superstructure construction. 

The new structure is known as the “Green Bridge,” in 
honor of BE. P. Green of Bradenton, member of the State 
Highway Board. . 


National Conference on Asphalt Paving Will Be 
Held at Atlanta. 


The Sixth Annual Asphalt Paving Conference will be held 
at the Atlanta-Biltmore Hotel, Atlanta, Ga., during the week 
of November 28, 1927, under the auspices of the Asphalt 
Association, of which J. S. Helm of the Standard Oil Com- 
pany of New Jersey, New York city, is president. 

The Association of Asphalt Paving Technologists, of which

The Fifth Annual Asphalt Paving Conference was held at 
Washington in November, 1926, and brought together more 
than six hundred State, county and city engineers, paving 
contractors, asphalt producers, consulting engineers and 
others identified with asphalt paving.

Strickland Cotton Mills’ Improvements. 


The Strickland Cotton Milis of Valdosta, Ga., reported to 
expend $100,000 for improvements, advise the MANUFACTURERS 
Recorp that they have bought new looms from the Draper 
Corporation of Hopedale, Mass., and new boilers from the 
J. S. Schofield Sons Company, Macon. No other improve- 
ments are contemplated at this time. 


May Build Additional Mill. 


With production at its peak and sold ahead for several 
months, the Pepperell Manufacturing Company is considering 
building an additional textile mill unit at Opelika, Ala. The 
company wires the MANUFACTURERS RecorpD that if it should 
build an additional unit it probably will not materialize 
before next year. The present Opelika mill is equipped with 
24,000 spindles and 700 looms and employs approximately 
350 operatives. 


$30,000 Cotton Mill Extension. 


An extension to cost $30,000 will be added to the plant of 
the King Cotton Mills Corporation at Burlington, N. C., 
according to advises to the MANuFAcTURERS Recorp from 
H. B. Skinner, secretary of the Burlington Chamber of Com- 
merce. The new extension will be used to house additional 
machinery for the production of carded hosiery and under- 
wear yarns. The plant is at present equipped with 21 cards 
and 10,092 ring spindles. Thomas F. Jeffress is president 
and general manager of the company and Henry Holladay 
secretary. 


European Textile Industries Active. 


Cotton manufacturing in Northern and Central Europe 
has maintained a comparatively high level of activity during 
the last few months, and orders on hand assure satisfactory 
operations for some time, according to reports received by 
the United States Department of Agriculture. Stocks of 
finished and semi-finished goods are low, prices are better 
and the trade is generally optimistic. The generally favor- 
able report of conditions in European textile industries is 
@artly offset by less satisfactory developments in France and 
Italy, where difficulties have been created for exporters by 
the recent advance in exchange rates. All branches of the 
cotton textile industry in Germany seem to be holding the 
remarkable gains made since June last. Spinners and weav- 
ers are booked up into July. General business conditions in 
Germany point to continued strong demand for cotton goods. 


Contract for Anderson (S. C.) Mill. 


J. E. Sirrine & Co., Greenville, S. C., engineers for a new 
mill to be erected at Anderson, S. C., for the Gossett Dyeing 
and Finishing Company, which was recently organized with 
a capital stock of $200,000, advise the MaNuFAcTURERS REcoRD 
that contract for the mill has been awarded to C. M. Guest 
& Son of Anderson. The new plant, it is said, will be a com- 
bination bleaching, dyeing and finishing mill, handling for 
the most part fabrics from other Gossett mills. It will have 
about 25,000 square feet of floor space and is estimated to 
cost $150,000. Cottages for operatives will also be built, it is 
stated. 

Officers of the company include James P. Gossett, chairman 
of the board of directors; Samuel H. Lander, president; 
E. E. I. Martin, vice-president, and E. P. Cofield, vice-presi- 
dent and general manager. Mr. Lander is also president of 
the Ladlassie Mills at Anderson. 
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Goodyear Tire-Fabric Plant Operating. 


The entire fabric plant of the Goodyear Clearwater Mills 
at Cedartown, Ga., has recently been put into operation. As 
previously detailed in the Manuracrurers Recorp, the Good- 
year Tire and Rubber Company of Akron, Ohio, purchased 
mill No. 2 of the Cedartown Cotton and Export Company, 
enlarging it from 12,000 to 30,000 spindles and installing 
equipment from a mill at Passaic, N. J., owned jointly by 
this company and the Firestone Tire and Rubber Company, 
also of Akron. The completed mill embraces a new two- 
story, L-shaped structure connected with the original mill. 
The main mill is 143 by 507 feet, with an ell, 252 by 148 feet. 
Three new storehouses have been built, approximately 50 
by 120 feet, two being one-story and the other two stories, 
with a waste house in the second story. Construction is of 
steel, with steel columns in the outside walls surrounded 
by narow brick pilasters. All floor and roof beams are of 
steel, with heavy plank floors and roofs. 

As all spinning and twisting will be done in the second 
story, a central-station system of humidifying and air con- 
ditioning will be used. Following methods previously 
worked out for several Southern mills, the engineers pro- 
vided for housing all fans and air-conditioning apparatus 
in large fan houses above the main roof level. There are 
two of these fan houses, each taking care of a portion of 
the second story, so that no floor space in the manufacturing 
rooms is taken up by conditioning apparatus. 


The structure is fireproof and has approximately 234,000 
square feet of floor space. While work was in progress on 
the new mill building, a construction crew established what 
is believed to be a record in home building, 97 employes’ 
homes of modern architecture having been completed in 104 
working days, an average of a completed house every ten 
hours. At the same time 52 homes already built were re- 
modeled. 


More than 25 acres of land within the corporate limits of 
Cedartown were used in the building project, streets 60 
feet wide being laid out with sidewalks, curbing, sewers, 
water, electric lights and landscaping, which included the 
planting of shade trees. Operatives’ homes are of eight 
different types, ranging from three to six rooms, with double 
floors and baths. 

Lockwood, Greene & Co., Inc., of Boston and Atlanta were 
engineers for the mill and the Hunkin-Conkey Construction 
Company of Cleveland, Ohio, general contractors. Sub-

Daniel Lumber Company, house contractors; Whitley Con- 
struction Company, sidewalks and gutters, and Black Plumb- 
ing Company, plumbing, all of Lagrange, Ga.; Caldwell Com- 
pany, Louisville, Ky., water tank, Cohn Electric Company, 
Rome, Ga., electrical work; Burger Iron Company, Akron, 
Ohio, general steel contractor; Parks-Cramer Company, Fitch- 
burg, Mass., humidifiers; T. A. Treadway, grading; Stubbs 
Hardware Company, and Young Hardware Company, hard- 
ware, all of Cedartown.

Lumber Industry Behind Last Year. 


Washington, April 7.—The National Lumber Manufacturers 
Association, reviewing reports received by telegraph from 
316 of the chief softwood lumber mills of the United States, 
concludes that the week ended April 2 was abreast or ahead 
of the preceding week, but the difference of 23 in the number 
The totals of the reporting mills are a little less than those 
of the preceding week, but the difference of 23 in the number 
of mills indicates that actually there was probably an 
increase. In comparison with the same period a year ago 
there were, however, considerable actual decreases in all 
three factors, after making due allowances for the fact that 
54 fewer mills reported this year than last. The hardwood 
operations, 124 in number, as compared with 143 the week 
before, indicate slight decreases in production and shipments 
and a pronounced falling off in new business. When com- 
pared with reports for the same week last year, however, 
there is a slight decline in production, shipments were about 
the same, with considerable increase in new business. 

The unfilled orders of 183 Southern Pine and West Coast 
mills at the end of last week amounted to 514,016,828 feet, 
as against 526,860,948 feet for 185 mills the previous week. 
The 111 identical Southern Pine mills in the group showed 
unfilled orders of 214,054,568 feet last week, as against 221,- 
902,154 feet for the week before. For the 72 West Coast 
mills the unfilled orders were 299,962,260 feet, as against 
304,958,794 feet for 74 mills a week earlier. 

Altogether the 298 comparably reporting softwood mills 
had shipments 110 per cent and orders 108 per cent of actual 
production. For the Southern Pine mills these percentages 
were, respectively, 104 and 88, and for the West Coast mills 
112 and 118. 

Of the reporting mills, the 279, with an established normai 
production for the week of 187,027,570 feet, gave actual pro- 
duction 90 per cent, shipments 98 per cent and orders 96 per 
cent thereof.

The Southern Pine Association reports from New Orleans 
that for 111 mills reporting, shipments were 3.67 per cen: 
above production and orders 9.16 per cent below production 
and 12.88 per cent below shipments. New business taken 
during the week amounted to 55,541,442 feet (previous week 
61,528,452), shipments 63,389,028 feet (previous week 65,092,- 
'80) and production 61,143,599 feet (previous week 63,287,- 
473). The normal production of these mills is 70,944,662 feet. 
Of the 110 mills reporting running time, 81 operated full time, 
14 of the latter overtime. Five mills were shut down and the 
rest operated from three to five and one-half days. 
The North Carolina Pine Association of Norfolk, Va., 


reports a slight increase in production, shipments about the 
same, with new business considerably below that reported 
for the week earlier. 

The Hardwood Manufacturers Institute of Memphis, Tenn., 
reported from 127 units (15 more mills than reported last 
week) notable decreases in production and shipments and a 
heavy decrease in new business. The normal production of 
these units is 18,816,000 feet. 


Lumber Plants to Cost $1,500,000. 


Relative to the construction of two large lumber mills, 
recently started at Shamrock, near Cross City, Fla., the 
Putnam Lumber Company, Jacksonville, M. L. Fleishel, presi- 
dent, advises the Manuracrurers Recorp that one of the 
plants will be a long-leaf pine mill, comprising three 9-foot 
band mills and an 8-foot horizontal resaw, with all other 
necessary auxiliary machinery. The other plant, which will 
adjoin the pine mill, will be a cypress mill, to consist of a 
9-foot band and Wickes sash gang. The pine mill is expected 
to produce 75,000,000 feet of lumber annually and the cypress 
mill 30,000,000 feet. 

Contracts for boiler equipment have been awarded to the 
Erie City Iron Works of Erie, Pa.; for machinery, to the 
Filer and Stowell Company of Milwaukee, Wis., and for dry 
kilns to the Moore Dry Kiln Company, Jacksonville. The 
cost of the plant is estimated at $1,500,000 and it is expected 
to be in operation by September 1.

Handy Truck Tractor for Factories. 


In the accompanying illustration is shown one of the Ford- 
son Truck Tractors made by the Wehr Company of Mil- 
waukee, Wis., which, it is claimed, is qa potent factor for 
reducing manufacturing costs in the handling of all kinds of 
material for factories. The picture shows one of these 
machines at work in the plant of the Milwaukee Malleable 
and Gray Iron Works, which has been using this unit for 
more than six months, employing it in the course of cleaning

up the factory, removing refuse and burned sand, hauling 
core sand, taking various materials to the cupola, conveying 
coal to the annealing ovens and for hauling sand throughout 
the foundry. 

When the picture was taken the factory was not running 
at full capacity, so the truck replaced about eight men, but 
when operating at peak capacity the unit would replace at 
least 10 men, according to E. W. Gutekunst, the general 
manager, who said: “Our saving at present is from $40 to 
$50 per day in wages. Not only is this saving considerable, 
but we find that the work is done quicker and we are 
enabled to save time also on other work.” 


Improved Type Backfiller. 

A new and improved type of gasoline-driven backfiller is 
shown in the accompanying picture. The design of this new 
model is consistent with the Harnischfeger Corporation’s new 
line of all-steel excavators, being also built by them on a 
foundation of unit cast-steel construction. All shafting is in 
the same plane, thus making it a simple job to renew any 
shaft or gear. 

The lever arrangement has been simplified to four levers, 
instead of seven, as has been usual, and the boom hoist and 
swing are power controlied through a worm and worm gear, 
and the boom can be swung through 180 degrees. The hoist 
speed is 300 feet per minute, while the dragline speed is 150 
feet per minute. As a clamshell it handles a quarter-yard 
bucket and the lifting capacity at 15 feet is 2000 pounds. 

The hoist line fairlead is adjustable and it consists of 
five ballsbearinged rollers of large diameter, which are used 
for cafe and clamshell work, as well as for backfilling. 
Each dfum has an independent foot brake. The scraper is 
unusually sturdy and is pressed from heavy plate metal. The 
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angle of the scraper plate and also the pulling chain is ad- 
justable to take care of various soil conditions, 

It is also to be noted that the boom is of lattice type and 
is adjustable from 22 inches to 30 inches in steps of 18 inches, 
The steering brakes are “foolproof” and can be positively

locked. A sheet-metal canopy protects both the operator and 
the machine and there is another over the engine; these are 
provided as standard equipment. All machinery is completely 
guarded. The operator’s view is unobstructed.

Tobacco Growers Must Meet Changes. 


American tobacco growers are faced with difficult problems, 


due to rapid changes that have taken place in market re- 


quirements. For several years there has been a tendency at 


home and abroad for cigarette consumption to outrun the 


consumption of pipe, chewing, cigar and snuff tobacco, 


according to recent observations of the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. Lighter tobacco, suitable for cigarette 
manufacture, is selling at good prices on an expanding mar- 
ket, while markets for dark fired and 


of tobacco seem to be declining.

Attention to the foreign market situation seems to be 
imperative, says the department, because more than one-third 
of the tobacco crop of the United States is exported annually. 
In 1926 the amount of unmanufactured tobacco exported 
totaled 478,768,783 pounds, or cent of the total 
United States crop. Most of the American exported tobacco 
goes to Western Europe and the Orient, with Great Britain 
and China constituting the most important markets. There 
is a tendency, says the department, for foreign Governments 
to increase, rather than to diminish, handicaps to America’s

export trade in tobacco by means of tariffs and other restric- 
tive measures. 

From the standpoint of the foreign demand, flue-cured 
cigarette tobacco is in a more favorable position than any 
other American type. Exports of flue-cured cigarette tobacco 
in 1926 were 287,334,440 pounds, or 3.2 per cent more than 
in 1925, and the total disappearance of this type for the year 
was greater than in any previous year. There is every pros- 
pect, moreover, that the demand for cigarette tobacco will 
continue to increase. Great Britain increased its takings of 
American cigarette tobacco in 1926, and so did China, in spite 
of that country’s war disturbances. Exports of Burley leaf 
have held their own during the last four years, but the for- 
eign market for this type of tobacco is relatively unimportant, 
more than 95 per cent being consumed in the United States.

Boll-Weevil Prospects for 1927. 

Examinations by the bureau of entomology of the United 
States Department of Agriculture for 1927 to determine the 
survival of boll weevils in hibernation have now been com- 
pleted. Similar examinations have been made every year 
since 1915. Temperatures throughout the cotton belt have 
been unusually mild during the past winter and undoubtedly 
as a consequence survival among those weevils actually in 
hibernation will be higher than usual. This is offset by the 
fact that in many sections last summer and fall conditions 
were such that the number of weevils entering hibernation 
much lower than usual. Consequently, spring infesta- 
tions are going to depend to an unusual degree upon condi- 
tions last fall in each locality. Wherever weevils were 
abundant last fall the spring emergence will be heavy. 

Briefly, the Mississippi Valley territory may 
somewhat heavier initial infestation than was experienced 
in 1926, the infestation decidedly decreasing te the eastward. 
However, in the eastern areas sufficient weevils will be 
present to cause serious damage, provided weather conditions 
during the cotton-growing season are favorable for weevil 
development. In Texas, especially in the central portion, the 
population was decidedly increased by favorable 
weather conditions during the latter part of the growing 
season of 1926 and a somewhat heavier initial infestation is 
expected this season than for several years.

These records are only an indication of the initial infesta- 
tion that may be expected; the final factor that will deter- 
mine weevil damage is summer weather conditions. In large 
sections of the cotton belt a normal infestation, and in some 
cases more than normal, will be likely to occur, and with 
conditions favorable to the weevil serious damage may be 
expected.

Unique Water Supply in Texas. 

A contract has been awarded to M. L. Friday, Arlington, 
Texas, at $53,190, by the Martin County Fresh Water Supply 
District, No. 1, Stanton, Texas, for a water supply which is 
unique in that it is believed to be the only project of its kind 
in the State. Hawley & Roberts, Lubbock, Texas, engineers 
for the project, advise the MANUFACTURERS ReEcorD that the 
work will consist of three wells about 100 feet deep, with 
windmills and a stand-by gasoline engine of two horsepower 
at each well, as well as a 10,000-gallon reinforced concrete 
surface-storage reservoir. Farmhouses of the district, which 
embraces about 25,000 acres, will be supplied with water for 
domestic purposes only through 40 miles of galvanized screw 
pipe from 214 inches to 1 inch in size. 

It is said that no well water can be obtained in the district, 
because the Triassic sands, which are the water-bearing 
sands in that vicinity, have been eroded, leaving the Permian 
formation, under which there is no water. Because of these 
conditions it was necessary to bring water from a supply 
about two miles out of the district above the cap rock. 





Cow, Hog, Hen Plan Boosted by the Southern 
Railway. 

Emphasis is laid on the Cow, Hog and Hen program as 
fitting in with all types of farming and applicable to’ all 
parts of the South in a special edition of the’Southern Field, 
just issued by the development service of the Southern Rail- 
way system.
